r CP one of WILSON’S Mexican policy is 

one of the things of which, as a mem- 

ber of his administration, I am most 
proud. It shows how well his abounding faith in 
humanity, his profound philosophy of democracy 
and his unshakable belief in the ultimate tri- 
umph of liberty, justice and right. He has never 
sought the easy solution of any of the difficult 
questions that have arisen in the last three years. 
He has always sought the right solution. 

“Mr. Wilson’s Mexican policy has not been weak 
and vacillating. It has been definite and consis- 
tent, firm and constructive. How firm is already 
known to those who have sought to force Amert- 
can intervention in Mexico; how constructive will 
best be appreciated 50 years from now by the 
whole world. It was to Mexico perhaps more than 
to anything that the President referred the other 
day when he said that he was playing for the 
verdict of mankind. 

“The policy of the United States toward Mexico 
is a policy of hope and of helpfulness, it is a pol- 
icy of Mexico for the Mexicans. That, after all, 
is the traditional policy of this country—it is the 
policy that drove Maximilian out of Mexico.” 
Secretary of the Interior Lane made this state- 
ment to me at his summer camp on the shores of 
Lake Champlain, and then he launched out into 
a forceful declaration of the principles underly- 


ceeded to give the reasons for his convictions that 
the President was right when he refused to rec- 
ognize Huerta, and declared that the murderer of 
Madero must go; was right when he occupied 
the port of Vera Cruz; was right when he ac- 
cepted the offer of mediation extended by.the A 
B C Powers; was right when he abided by. the 
agreement reached at Niagara Falls: was right 
when he withdrew from Vera Cruz; was right 
when he recognized Carranza as head of the de 
facto Government, and was right when he sent 
the United States army into Mexico after the 
bandit raid on Columbus. 


Doctrine of Force Worked 
to Its Limit in Mexico

R. LANE said: “The doctrine of: force is 
M always fighting with the doctrine of sym- 
pathy, and the trouble with the two 
schools of warism and pacificism is that neither 
one will recognize that both philosophies have a 
part to play in the life of every individual and 
of every nation and in the production and ad- 
vancement of that strange thing we call civili- 
zation. 

“Now, the doctrine of force has been worked 
+9 its limit in Mexico. President Wilson believes 
that the doctrine of syimpathy should have its 
chance in that country and this is the foundation 
of his Mexican policy. Not that Mexico wants our 
sympathy. They do not—and that is one of the 
great difficulties we have to contend with.- An- 
other is that it takes a long while to make a Mex- 
ican believe that we intend his country good and 
not evil. The people of Mexico have inherited the 
pride of Arragon and the thing above all others 
that they do not want and will not stand for is 
that kind of sympathy which {is nothing but pity. 

“The sympathy that Mexico needs is the sym- 
pathy of understanding. The United States 
should be what the Latin-Americans cal] ‘muy 
sympatico.’ We have no exact English equiva.’ 
lent for that expression, but if there is one thing 
that it does not mean, it is sympathy as we Amer- 
icans use the word. Uncle Sam will be ‘muy 
sympatico’ to the Mexican people only when he 
has a conscientious regard for and realization of 
the feelings and the desires of the Mexican, and 
understands his best side, his aspiring natute. 

“Mexico is a bad neighbor now. There is no 
use in denying this. We live in peace with Can- 
ada on our Northern border, without a soldier 
along 3000 miles of land, while, as a matter of 
necessity, we are obliged to keep an armed force 
on our Mexican border all of the time. and have 
now gathered there the largest army assembled 
in the United States since the Civil War. The 
superficial reason for this is that Mexico cannot 
settle her own troubles at home and that the 
‘de facto’ Government has been unable to prevent 
bandits from harassing us. 

“Our neighbors’ sewerage is running over into 
our lot and we must find some way to stop it,

““Mexico will always be a nuisance to us until 
a few fundamental reforms are put into effect 
there: If it is to be lasting, however, some- 
one inside of Mexico must do it. It cannot be 
done by us unless we are prepared not only to 
conquer Mexico, but to annex Mexico. ‘ We should 
not only have to make war on Mexico and im- 
pose peace by force, but, after giving it a pre- 
liminary cleaning up we should have to estab- 
lish and maintain indefinitely a government 
there.”’

Mexican Superstructure Fell 
Soon as Diaz Went Away 


—- 
ASKED Secretary Lane to go over the his- 
| tory of the past six years in Mexico with me 

and to tell the Post-Dispatch the reasons 
which had governed the policy and actions of 
the United States Government as each emergency 
arose. In complying with this request Mr. Lane 
said: 

“Diaz was a great man, a very great man. I 
doubt if, with the possible exception of Bis- 
marck, there was a greater man alive in his 
day. After the Czar of Russia, he was the most 
absolute despot of modern times. He built a 
monument to himself which I «believe is still 
standing, to celebrate 30 years of peace in Mex- 
ico, and all the nations of the earth sent repre- 
sentatives to its unveiling. Within two years 
he was an exile because that monument repre- 
sented order alone and the aspirations of only a 
very small portion of his people. 

The peace that he had mentioned was an im- 
posed peace, not coming from the people them- 
selves. Diaz ruled by fear. He had gone into of- 
fice with promises upon his lips, and I am willing 
to believe that he meant to keep them. But once 
in power he was appalled by the span of years 
necessary for the slow process of constructing civ- 
{lization, and he determined that to gain time 
Mexico was to be saved by two things, force and 
wealth. 

“And so, while observing to some extent the 
letter of the Constitution, he cynically avoided its 
spirit. He always placed’ property rights before 
human rights. Although he sought to improve 
and did improve Mexico’s material condition, it 
was without even so much as a thought of her 
moral progress. He kept the masses of the peo- 
ple in subjection by keeping them in ignorance. 
When he died, 83 per cent of the people could 
neithef read nor write, and as far as her political 
development went, Mexico was no further for- 
ward and no more fitted for self-government than 
in 1821, when, having wrested her independence 
from Spain, she was first recognized as a sov- 
sreign nation by the United States. 

“During Diaz's time I had a very interesting 
talk with a great lawyer in Mexico City, who was 
an office holder in the Diaz regime. I asked him 
the current question: ‘After Diaz, what?’ To 
my surprise the man said: ‘lama Constitutional- 
ist. Either before Diaz dies or immediately upon 
his death a revolution will break out in Mexico 
heving for its purpose three things—the restora- 
tion of the land to the people, the establishment 
of public schools throughout/tté) country and a 
judicial system in which tHe coprts will decide 
according to law and not to executives’ 
desires.”

these lines, but Madero was a dreamer, an 
idaelist who took his constitution seriously 
and who failed for two -reasons, or rather 
because of two weaknesses of his own character. 
He was not strong enough to suppress the 
rapacious rascals who surrounded him, and he 
was not practical enough to; deliver the goods 
that he had promised. Men in Madero’s gwn 
Government saw in his revolution only an op- 
portunity for getting rich quick and they ruined 
him while he was still dreaming. 

“Huerta was his commander-in-chief, a soldier 
trained by Diaz and dominated by Diaz’s friends. 
He, too, believed in saving Mexico by force and 
wealth; he was in complete sympathy with the 
philosophy expressed in the Diaz administration. 
There is no truth in the oft repeated allegation 
that all the trouble with Mexico would have 
been avoided if President Wilson had recognized 
Huerta. I ask anyone who wishes to be fair to} 
the administration to look back three years and 
read the newspapers of the day and the debates 
in Congress in which the murder of Madero 
and Juarez was denounced. 

“Had we recognized Huerta and had we not 
taken a positive stand against him the criticism 
his administration has received about the policy 
we have pursued would be as nothing to what 
would now overwhelm us: Who were the 
American ~statesmen-who demandéd Huerta’s 
recognition? What one of our leaders of either 
party. set forth the principles upon which a 
better feeling between this country and all of 
our sister republics to the squth could be stimu- 
lated by taking a position that was abhorrent 
to American conscience? 

“We know what we have suffered in the last 
three years ana it is too easy now to say that 
all this would heve been avoided if Huerta had 
been recognized, but the only demand made at 
that time by the more solid of our men of af- 
fairs who were antagonistic to the administra- 
tion’s policy was that we should intervene, that 
we should bring order to Mexico by force. | 

“No one then believed and no one really be- 
lIieves now that the recognition of Huerta would 
have sblved the Mexican prablem. We do know, 
however, one thing that we were not conscious 
of then, that Huerta himself had so slight a ‘hold 
upon Mexico that he did not dare to leave the 
capital and that he was to all intents and pur- 
poses a prisoner of the reactionaries, able only 
to reach the sea at its nearest point. 

“Although it is self-evident that this country 
as the champion of constitutional government 
in America can never recognize a military des- 
potism based upon assassination, it is not neces- 
sary to call Huerta an assassin in order to 
justify our refusal to recognize him.

The Laclede Gas Light Co. did not lay all its

It deferred to the city’s authority in asking that 
a change in test conditions be conceded, but it 
deferred to the State Public Service Commission 
in asking that a minimum or meter charge of 50 
cents a month be restored.

quid pro quo of a reduction of 5 cents a thousand 
for gas seemed satisfactory until it became known 
that it was negatived by the new charge of 50 
cents a month. 

During the first months of the Public Service 
Board’s existence, no substantial decreases in uttil- 
ity charges have been made. On the contrary, in- 
creases in the charges for railroad passenger, tel- 
ephone and other forms of service have been 
authorized. But the public has noted with satis- 
faction that the board is gradually bringing utili- 
ties under stricter regulation. One especially 
gratifying feature of its work has been its in- 
clination whenever opportunity presented to abol- 
ish antiquated meter charges, minimum charges 
and other irritating incidental charges and make 
schedule rates cover the full cost of service. This 
is in accord with the best utility policy of the 
present. 

The company evidently went to the conference 
with municipal officials with something up its 
sleeve. It has not dealt fairly with the city. The 
suggestion for a public hearing on the new rates 
should, of course, have favorable action. 

The change in the test relieves the company of 
a large item of cost and gives full legal scope to 
the by-product gas process, making possible enor- 
mous revenues in addition to the revenue from 
the sale of gas. It may be found, not only that 
the 50-cent charge is unjustifiable, but that a 
larger reduction than 5 cents a thousand to gas 
consumers can equitably be made.

William Lorimer told a gathering of depositors 
in his insolvent banking institutions that the 
supreme object of his life at present is to re- 
imburse them for the money they have lost. The 
depositors cheered and formed an organization 
to help him do it. 

Everybody will hope that Mr. Lorimer will re- 
trieve his fortunes, though just how he is going 
to do it is not plain. How not to do it is really of 
greater importance.

NOT A GREAT RELIEF. 

New York Evening Sun: The whole question 
comes down to this, then: What can Germany’s 
new submarine, or any fleet of submarines that 
she may be ableW0 put in commission in the near 
future, do for her in the Way of carrying im- 
ports? This one, it is said, has room for 1000 
tons of freight and she can make a round trip ap- 
parently in six or seven weeks—if the accidents of 
the sea or British cruisers or the nets that enmesh 
submarines in the blockaded waters do not “get” 
her. Let us say she can take a thousand tons to 
Germany every six weeks. But Germany needs 
grains of all sorts and meat products, and hard 
rubber and copper and cotton and petrol and ni- 
trates and crude petroleum products, and heaven 
knows what besides. She needs tens. even hun- 
dreds of thousands, of tons of merchandise. How 
many submarines s she to supply her needs at 
a thousand tons a voyage apiece? No denying 
that these vessels may afford relief! Every trifle 
helps and no doubt cargoes will be assorted to 
meet the greatest exigencies. But it is, at least, 
open to the gravest doubt whether there will be 
epough of these vessels in regular service, say 
Within a year, to render nugatory the British 
blockade and enable Germany to win the war, as- 
suming that she cannot’ win it by her internal 
resources. | 

As for the rights of these ships under inter- 
national law, plainiy they will have the same 
status as surface ships. They can always find 
safety and amity in our ports. They can buy or 
load what they please and come and go and stay 
ax long as they please, provided they comply with 
our laws and regulations. On the high seas enemy 
cruisers, sighting them, may not attack them at 
once any more than a submarine might licitly 


attack a surface passenger or freight carrier. But 


their immunity extends no farther than that of a 
surface vessel. They may be attacked the mo- 
ment they try to escape. Escape for a submarine 
means not running, but sinking; therefore, they 
may be fired on and destroyed the moment they 
attempt to submerge. So, now that the enemy 
prowlers of the sea know they are abroad on 
the waters and are certain to begin hunting 
for them the only safety for the Deutschland and 
her class in making their adventurous voyages 
will be always to see the enemy first and dive be- 
fore they are discovered.

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New York World: Under existing law less 
than one-half of 1 per cent of the people pay an 
income tax. Of the 357,000 persons who contribut- 
ed in 1915, all but 23,000 were assessed on incomes 
ranging from $3000 to $20,000 a year. 
This is class taxation of the most pronounced, 
kind. If not only exempts the great body of citi- 
zens having incomes of $3000, if single, and $4000, 
if married, but it makes a sorry showing in its 
eee oes the very prosperous. It might al- 
t be called a measure to tax incomes ranging 
from $3000 to $20,000. 
The new revenue bill goes from the House to 
the Senate without change in the exemptions, al- 
though the tax itself upon all incomes below $20,- 
000 is doubled. It does not seem possible that 
members of the Senate can consider this propo- 
sition very seriously without discovering the 
weakness of the theory involved. 
As to the comparatively small number who pay 
surtaxes on incomes in excess of $20,000, the prob- 
lem is probably one of collection rather than legis- 
lation. The evasions must be numerous and glar- 
ing. National wealth is increasing as never be- 
fore in our history, but tax payments on great 
incomes show few signs of it. 
To give this levy the proper scope of a national 
tax it should apply to all incomes in excess of 
$1000, possibly $1500 in the case of heads of fam- 
ilies. Such a provision, instead of confining the 
tax to a few hundred thousands, would reach 
many millions. As the money is needed for na- 
tional defense, the largest possible number should 
be put under contributioA 
When it was proposed in the House the other 
fay to reduce the exemption to $2000 and $3000 
it was stated that by so doing no more than an

Kaiser Was Bent 
on Having a War 


Continued From Page One, 


iating than any ever imposed upon. 
an independent State? On Satur- 
day Servia submitted. On Sunday 
it appeared that even this was not 
acceptable to His Austrian Majesty. 
During that day a wave of fear and 
excitement swept across “Europe. 
That night first measures of British 
naval precaution were taken and de- 
clared. 

Still, unless war had been irre- 
vocably willed by Germany, which 
we couldn’t then know, there seemed 
bulwarks between Europe and dis- 
aster. Reason recoiled with indig- 
nation from the chain of conse- 
quences threatened, in the name of 
the Balkan quarrel, to hurl into 
mortal conflict against each other 
the mightiest States of history, and 
to condemn the leading races of 
mankind to miseries and butcheries 
beyond all measures. 

To those who had believed in Ger- 
many, which for more than 40 years 
had waged no war, it was incon- 
ceivable that there should be no 
remedy, no break in this monstrous 
concatenation only that one thing 
should lead to another in a senseless 
way till all were dragged into the 
abyss. Others who had) been forced 
to watch more closely /the military 
and naval aspects were oppressed by 
a sense of deliberate German pur- 
pose, of cold decisions taken months, 
even years, before, of preparations 
long maturing, of a terrible design. 
But, still the Agadir crisis had 
passed away, safely surmounted. 

ND then “on top of all this 
A momentous uncertainty came 
the special problems of Great 
Britain. We were free from all legal 
or formal engagements. One hun- 
dred and sixty thousand British was 


expected. All our military and naval 
discussions with the French staffs 
had proceeded on the avowed and 
accepted basis that the British na-f 
tion must be free to choose its own 
course when the moment came. Still, 
the French counted on us. They be- 
lieved that, not for a war of revenge, 
but in resistance to naked aggres- 
sion, they could count on us. They 
had made their military, even more, 
their naval dispositions, in that hope 
—not, Thank God, unfounded. 

And what would be our position any- 
how if they went down in the strug- 
gle and we were left to face a 
Germanized continent? And is it not 
in any case the ancient duty and spe- 
clal mission of this island power to 
prevent the military domination of Eu- 
rope by any single State? Has not 
that always been our task? po we not 
here subserve some cause in the vast 
economy of the universe? Still, by cool 
temper, by good faithful intention, by 
earnest assiduity, not unbacked by 
some force, peace might be preserved. 
The foreign polltey of Sir Edward 
Grey in the momentous hours which 
followed—for every hour might have 
counted—every hour will be brought un- 
der the scrutiny of posterity—was sim- 
ply not to encourage France and Rus- 
sia into an ambitious course by any as- 
surance we should take their side, not 
to let Germany suppose that we were 
afraid or unable to fight her, to try 
somewher , somehow, to get both sides 
to parley around a table. To this must 
be added the Admiralty polilcy—‘ready."’ 
And had there not been a deliberate, 
cverriding intention to make war on 
the part of Germany, to which inten- 
tion Emperor William had ‘consciously 
and resolutely given his support, Sir 
Edward Grey would unquestionably 
have succeeded. But against the ram 
cf stubborn purpose nothing could avail. 
Could England Have DBluffed Ger- 

many? 

It has often been asked whether Brit- 
ain could have prevented war at this 
stage by an immediate declaration that 
she stood by France and Russia. It 
was not possible in the state of public 
vr parliamentary or cabinet opinion 
which then existed to make such 
declaration without tearing the nation 
in half.

this is already dead. 

Today also, a day of universal mud, 
two kilometers. here, in this region 
where so many of our poor soldiers 
sre condemned to live, represent at 
least 10 elsewhere, sO difficult is it to 
walk. The mud grips you to the ankles 
and you cannot draw your feet out of 
it, because it sticks like birdlime. The 
wind remains cold, but in the midst of 
a sky that is ‘.o blue glows a* sun 
that bake’s one’s head, and beneath the 
steel helmet, which grows heavier, the 
sweat stands in beads on the forehead. 
T-enches Represent Enormous ‘Toil. 

This is the first time that I have 
found myself so absolutely and infinitely 
alone, in the midst of this stage set- 
ting of immense desolation, which to- 
day, as it chances, is sparkling with 
light, and is only the more mournful 
for that. Until I reach the little wooa 
tu which an errand of duty calls me 
I need think of nothing; I need not oc- 
cupy myself with anything; [ need not 
avoid the shells, which would not give 
me time to avoid them, nor even choose 
the spot to set my foot down, since it 
sinks in everywhere equally. And so 
it comes that I crift back again to the 
mood of former days, to my mood 
before the war, and all these things to 
which I ‘.ave grown used, I see and 
judge as though they were new. 

Only a score of months ago who 
would have imagined such a face:of 
things? Thus, these countless excava- 
tions—white, because the soil of this 
region is white—excavations that stretch 
cn all sides and which mark across the 
wilderness multitudes of zebra-tracings, 
is it poss‘ble that they mark out the 
only paths along which our soldiers of 
France’can move today with a sort of 
half security? * * * Little sunken 
ways, some of them full of curves, some 
of therm -traight, which have _ been 
named ‘‘guts,’’ and which we have had 
to multiply, to multiply to such a point 
that the earth is furrowed by them to 
infinity! What an enormous sum of 
toil they represent, these mole paths, 
lying in a network over hundreds of 
leagues! If we add the trenches, the 
shelter caves, all these catacombs that 
plunge down into the hearts of the hills, 
one’s mind stops dead before such a 
total of excavation, that might seem 
the work of centuries. 

Amazing Mazes of Barbed Wire. 
And these things that look like fish- 
ing nets stretched on all sides, if one 
were not informed in advance and ac- 
customed to them, could one divine 
vhat they can possibly be? You might 
think that gigantic spiders had been 
spinning their webs among. these 
myriads.of posts, sometimes planted in 
straight: lines, sometimes forming cir- 
cles or half moons, tracing across the 
wide expanse designs that must be 
cabalistic in order better to ensnare 
and envelop the Barbarians. And be- 
sides they have terribly reinforced them 
multiplying them twice, nay 10 times, 
since my last passage, these stake nets 
and our web-spinning soldiers have had 
to make among them turnings and pas- 
sages, with the enormous reels of 


‘barbed wire which they carry under 


their arms. 

But there is one thing that you can 
understand at the first glance,. and 
which adds to the grim horror of the 
whole scene, and that is the enclosures 
sprinkled here and there, the wooden 
fences that shut in closely packed 
groups of poor little burial crosses, 
made of two pleces of wood. That you 
can tell at once, alas, and see exactly 
what it is. Here they lie, therefore, 
under the thunder of the big guns, as 


for them, our dear departed ones, our 
unknown, magnificent ,. heroes—whom 
even those who weep for them cannot 
now come nigh, because death is pass- 
ing ceaselessly in the air above their 
silent little gatherings. 

Tree Seems Like Renl Shelter. 
Ah! To complete the unreality of it 
all, here comes a black bird of gigantic 
wing-stretch, a monster of the Apoca- 
alypse, that flits past noisily high 
above me. He flies on toward France, 
seeking doubtless the more sheltered 
region where women and children begin 
to be found, with the hope of slauchter- 
ing some of them. 

I walk on, if one call it walking, this 
wearisome and inexorable process of 
plunging through the mud. And finally 
I arrive at the little grove of trees 
where we are to meet. I am glad of it, 
for my helmet and cloak had become a 
heavy burden under this unexpectedly 
burning sun. It happens that I am the 
first to arrive, the officer whom 1 
have summoned—to discuss new defense 
works, new lines of trenches, new bur- 
rows—is without doubt the big outline 
making its way hither, but he is still 
distant, and I have still a few moments 
to continue my meditation of the way 
hither before it is time to become once 
more concentrated and exact. It is 
clear that the place is not left enfirely 
alone, for these poor;  half-stripped 
branches offer no more resistance than 
mere sheets of paper to the huge hum- 
ming beetles that pass through them 
from time to time; but all the same a 
little wood like this keeps you company, 
shuts you in, spreads something of illu- 
sion about you.

And on all sides the detonations of ar- 
tillery keep up their accdstomed rum- 
ble, which goes on unceasingly here, 
night and day, like the roar of the 
ocean against the cliffs. 
Ah! the huge bird has found someon» 
to speak to in the air! I see it all $t 
once assailed by a host of those little 
tuf.s of white cotton—bursting shrapnel 
~—which look so innocent, but which are 
so perilous for birds of its breed. it 
turns about hastily; its crimes a-- put 
off for another time. 
From behind a nearby rising ground 
come forth a group of men !n blue, wh« 
will reach me before the officer who is 
coming over there. It is the chance 
one, the one among thousands of these 
little processions which one meets li:- 
cessantly, alas! along the battle front 
and which form, so to speak, part.otf 
the stage setting.

Flie Metchnikoff, Famous Bac- 
teriologist, Who Experimented 
on Self, Succumbs at 71. 


————— 


PARIS. July 15.—Prof. Elie Metch- 
nikoff, the famous tacteriologist, !s 
dead. 

Prof. Metchnikoff was world-fa- 
mous as an expdénent of theories for 
the prolongation of human life. He 
was most popularly known as the 
great advocate of the “sour milk 
cure” for old age, believing that the 
principal agent in senile decay was 
the continuous auto-intoxication of 
the body through the putrefaction of 
matter in the large intestine and that 
the bacteria which cause such putre- 
faction could be effectively combat- 
ed by preparations of milk soured 
ty cultures of selected lactic acid ba- 
cilli. Later Prof. Metchnikvoff went 
so far as to declare that the large in- 
testine was as useless jin the human 
body as is the appendix, and prophe- 
sied that the day would come when 
it would be a commonplace operation 
to remove it. 

He was the discoverer in 1912 of a 
new microbe, which he called the 
“slycobacteria” in the intestines of a 
dog and in a paper before the French 
Academy of Sciences he announced 
his belief that the inoculation of the 
large intestine in human beings with 
this germ would go still further than 
the sour milk treatment toward the 
prevention of senile decreptitude. The 
“slycobacteria” it was exnlained, 
were sugar bacilli of which the large 
intestine stood in need because the 
sugar that was ordinarily taken into 
the body had already been digested 
and absorbed by the blood before it 
had reached the large intestinal] tract 

Statement of Discovery. 

Of this discovery, Prof. Metchnixoff 
himrs ‘¢ said: “In the course of my re- 
cent researches I found that there ex- 
ists in the large intestines of human 
beings a certain quantity of poisonous 
substances, which are called indols and 
phenols, and which have been proved 
responsible for the gradual decay of the | 
system, known as old age. These can 
be destroyed only by sugar, but in the 
ordinary way any sugar or sugary sub- 
stances taken into the system are di- 
gested long before they can reach that 
far. This applies to some extent to the 
lactic acid treatment which I have ad- 
vocated for some time past. The probh- 
lem has been, therefore, to discover 
some means of producing sugar within 
the colon by some means after diges- 
tion, and my present claim is that I 
have found a. sugar-producing microbe, 
which I call ‘glycobacteria,’ and which 
is only to be found in the intestines of 
the dog. It may be objectéd that dogs 
are not specially long-lived. My an- 
swer te this is that the dog is a car- 
| niver animal and it is proved pe- 
yond doubt that animal food produces. 
the largest quantity of these poisonous 
substances which it is our aim to de- 
stroy. Should it be possible to give the 
dog a large quantity of vegetables, he 
would undoubtedly be immune from a 
great many diseases which are now 
caused by the presence in his intestines 
of poisonous indols and phenols.’” 

Experimented on Self, 

In the course of his studies, Prof. 
Metchnikoff experimented upon him- 
self to some extent as well as upon 
animals, and it is said that he inocu- 
lated himself with the new “glyco- 
bacteria. His théory as to the sour 
milk treatment may be traced in 
part to the environment of his vouth. 
He was a Russian, born at Kharkoff. 
May 15, 1845. In that region and par- 
ticularly in neighboring Bulgaria, a 
surprisingly large portion of the in- 
habitants live to be centenarians, and 
Metchnikoff believed that their lon- 
gevity was due largely to the fact 
that their diet included the bacill! 
ot sour milk. 

Following his education at Khar- 
koff, Metchnikoff studied at Giessen 
and Munich, and in 1870 he was ap- 
pointed professor of zoology at 
Odessa. He held this post until 1882 
when he resigned to devote himself 
to private researches into the anat- 
omy of invertebrates. It was while 
working at lowly organized forms of 
life such as sponges that he first 


made the observations which consti- 
tuted the basis of all his subsequent 
work. In 1888 he had attracted the 
notice of Louis Pasteur, the founder 
of the famous Pasteur Institute for 
the treatment of rabies in Paris, and 
he was invited to become one of Pag- 
teur’s associates, In 1895 he succeed- 
ed as the director of the institute, a 
post which he held to the tim’ of his 
death. a 


In his study of longevity, Prof. Metch- 
nikoff came to the belief that it should 
not be uncommon for people to live to 
the age of 150 years. He found that 
every indication that the human mech- 
anism was calculated to last far longer 
than it actually does. His researches 
showed among other things that ani- 
mals which had no large intestines lived 
to an advanced age, particularly birds, 
which preserve their youthful agility 
and spryness to the end of their long 
span. In the case of human beings he 
found that even among those whose 
sufferings were terrible, there were few 
he wanted to be put out of their ag- 

by death. They all wanted to live.

States, President Wilson gave notice 
that Huerta must go. 
Tampico Incident Followed. 

“Then followed the Tampico incident. 
Our sailors landed at Tampico and were 
arrested, marched through the streets in 
ignominy and eventually returned to 
their boat. The Admiral in charge was 
so incensed at their treatment that he 
immediately made upon Huerta a de- 
mand that a national salute should be 
fired in astonement for the insult to the 
flag. Again the Mexican Government 
attempted to continue its policy of diplo- 
matic quibbling. 

‘‘Meanwhile the revolution had gained 
guch headway in the north that it was 
difficult from day to day to say whica 
force held or occupied the greatest por- 
tion of Mexicon territory. Huerta was 
keeping up his resistance because xe 
was being supplied with ammunition 
from abroad. A ship was reported ready 
to land at Vera Cruz with a cargo of 
arms, and as a warning to Huerta and 
in proof of the seriousness of our pur- 
pose to bring Huerta to a recognition of 
our attitude, the order was given t» 
seize the custom house and occupy the 
port of Vera Craz. 

*“‘We did not go to Vera Cruz to force 
Huerta to salute the flag. We did xo 
there to show Mexico that we were in 
earnest in our demand that Huerta must 
g0, and he went before our forces were 
withdrawn. The occupation of Vera 
Croz was.carried out with difficulty, 
with loss of 10_of our brave sailors and 
marines, and aggression and inter- 
vention had been our aim we could have 
easily seized the railroad to Mexico City 
and occupied the capital. 

“The menacing attitude of the Mexi- 
can troops surrounding our force of ov- 
cupation at Vera Cruz made hostilities 
appear imminent, and again the strong- 
est kind of pressure was brought to bear 
upon the President to intervene, that 
we should go into Mexico and take mat- 
ters into our own hands. This is the 
one thing that the President has set 
his face against from the first. It is the 
thing to which the administration is op- 
posed so long as any other hope holds 
out.” 

“But, Mr. Secretary,” I asked, 
not the United States have done 
Mexico what it did tn Cuba?’ 


Situations Nbt the Same. 
“No,” sald Mr. Lane, “we could 
not. That is a very common delusion, 
but the Mexican situation is not at 
all that which we met in Cuba. We 
went in there at the request of the 
revolutionists, and after the Maine 
had been sunk: in Havana harbor, 
and such authority as- there was in 
Cuba had thus evidenced its hostility. 
We could go in and did go in there 
with some heart fighting alongside 
the revolutionists against a monarchy, 
but we could not go in with any heart 
to fight aginst the Mexicans who are 
struggling to find a way to popular 
government. But to return to facts: 
“We had sought to bring to our 
sympathetic support all of the South 
American countries. They als@sawere 
anxious for a settlement of this ‘trou- 
ble upon some basis that would safe- 
Suard the interests of Mexico and 
conserve that unity which its the soul 
of the great Pan-American movement. 
Some of them thought that they saw 
a greedy band from the north reach- 
ing down with no benevolent purpose, 
and if it laid hold of Mexico none of 
them knewn but that it might be 
their turn next. 


“This fear of the big brother its a 
very real one in Latin-America. They 
do not know us intimately; they are 
suspicious of our motives. They think 
the Mexican war of 1846 was unjusti- 
fiable aggression on our part; they 
think of the Panama incident as a 
robbery; they misconstrue our purpose 
in Santo Domingo, and in Nicaragua, 
and they do not trust us. They fear 
that the spirit of imperialism is upon 
the American people, and that the 
Monroe Doctrine may be construed 
some day as a doctrine that will give 
the whole Western Hemisphere to the 
United States; that it is a doctrine 
of selfishness, and not a doctrine of 
altruism. 

“Those who are familiar with the 
feeling of the South and Centra) 
American countries toward the United 
States know that just at that time, 
when our forces occupied Vera Cruz 
a very intense feeling had seized upon 
Latin-America,. They believed in their 
hearts that we were on our march 
southward, and that the President's 
Mobile speech and other generous ut- 
terances of the same sort were to 
be taken itn a Pickwickian sense. 
“When they presented a plan 
mediation, the United States had no 
choice but to accept it. Indeed, if 
we had refused to accept Latin- Amer- 
ica would have been justified in 
doubting our good faith. No one that 
I am aware of, either Republican or 
Democrat, has ever criticised the 
President for accepting the mediation 
of the Argentine, Brazil and Chile. 

Waived Claim to Indemnity. 

By the protocols signed at Niagara 
Falls on June 28, 1914, the United States 
agreed that the selection of a provis- 
ional and a constitutional president be 
left wholly to the Mexicans and we

Mr. Lane then proceeded to an 
examination of the principles govern- 
ing the policy of the United States 
toward Mexico, and of the needs of 
the Mexican people.

“There are things that a democracy 
must always be willing to fight for. 
But what thing is there that any 

erican can say we ought to be 
filling to fight for-in Mexico. Is it 
because railroads built with American 
capital have been damaged, that 
mines have been shut down, or even 
that American citizens have been 
killed by outlaws and bandits? 

“All those things we can and do 
very much regret, but who will say 
that they are great principles for 
with a democracy should be willing 
to sacrifice the blood of its sons. Who 
can formulate out of the whole his- 
tory of the past six years any other 
determination than this: That we 
should resist the temptation to fight 


in that direction, and that we should 
and will fight when we are attacked, 
and when we find no other means 
by which our interests can be safe- 
guarded and Mexico be given any 
hope for itself. 

“We have been on the edge of war

aggressive war—with Mexico sev- 
eral times in the last three years, but ' 
each time before the determination ! 
was made that we enould discard our 
hopes, there has opened some way 
by which reasonable men might ex- 
pect that Mexico could prove herself 
able to take care of het own prob- 
lems.

“What Mexico really needs and 
must -e allowed to do is to raise 
her own standards; it is to give her- 
self a cleaning up by herself. That is 
bound to take time but in no other 
Way can Mexico get a government 
that would be expressive of her own 
ideals, that will be expressive of some 
aspiration of her own as to what 
her civilization should be, and in this 
we want to be of help to Mexico if 
she will alow us to do so. 

“The Mexican problem as a pro- 
blem depends upon your attitude 
toward other peoples. Mexico is a 
land to conquer and the Mexican 
people are a people to be conquered 
and subordinated and the country 
and its resources made ours, if you 
look upon a smaller and less highly 
civilized country as a proper_object 
of explorittaion.

her more intelligent revolutionists 
thought she had reached .in the eary 
days of the Diaz administration, some 
40 years ago. 

“Everyone in México is united upon 
the proposition that the pre#ént system 
is based upon privilege and is unjust. 
I have talked with 20 of the wealthiest 
and most intelligerit men who belonged 
to the Diaz regime. All have adm.t- 
ted the fact. Some have even volun- 
teered the statement that Mexico is ina 
feudal state, and that the land belonss 
to great proprietors, who work the 
peons and keep them in a semi-slave 
condition. If the facts were better 
realiged, the people of the United States 
wou not stand for the labor condi- 
tions that exist in Mexico, and for the 
peonage, which is only a form of slav- 
ery. 

‘One morning 10\years ago I was on 
a coffee finca—a great estate high up in 
the Sierra Madre—and I asked a peas- 
ant who labored from sunrise to sunset 
what he was getting for his day’s word.

Ending Yesterday Morning 
—Fewer New Victims. 
NEW YORK, July 15.—Eighteen fewer 
infantile paralysis cases were reported 


the total of the destructive malady for 
the 24 hours ending at 10 a. m. This 


brings the whole number of cases up to 
1863. The deaths now number 369. 

A marked falling off appeared in the 
number of new victims reported from 
Brooklyn, where the number dropped 
from 122 to 87, and a disturbing increase 


from 14 to 30. Slight increases were re- 
ported in Queens and Richmond and a 
decrease of two in the Bronx. The total 
deaths for the day were four less than 
for the day before. 

Those fighting the disease attached lit- 
tle importance to the decrease in figures, 
as they do not look for any immediate 
response to the many preventive meas- 
ures being taken, although what is being 
done is looked upon as certain to show 
results eventually.

His physician, wife and friends at- 
tributed his act to a complete nervous 
and mental collapse following the suc- 
cessful completion of a business deal in 
this city sald to have involved $6,000,000. 


The deal was for the transfer of the 
agency of the Chalmers company. 

Smith, who was 32 years old, came to 
New York last Monday. He complained 
to friends that he was III, asserting that 
he did not believe he ever. would re- 
cover. He remarked that the strain of 
spending 23 nights a month on trains 
was too much, He sent a telegram yes- 
terday to his wife urging her to join 
him here. She arrived this morning and 
when she had turned: her back for a mo- 
ment to arrange breakfast, which had 
been served In their rooms, Smith dis- 
appeared through the window. 

Smith was born in Vermont. He was 
graduated from the University of IIlli- 
nois' and practiced medicine a short 
time. He once was a cowboy and 
worked later in the stockyards at Kan- 
sas City. 

He started In the automobile industry 
as a factory hand in Detroit. He was 
connected with the Studebaker, Lozier, 
Goodyear and Metzger companies before 
going with the Chalmers concern two 
years ago. 

He is said to have disposed of $22,000,- 
000 worth of automobiles in one auction 
sale. He-received a salary of $60,000 a 
year and had been called “the highest 
salaried and most underpaid” sales 
manager in the country. 

His wife was Miss Adah L. Pitts of 
West Plains, Mo., whom he married in 
19%. Smith was a baseball fan and al- 
ways insisted that the reason he gave 
up medicine was that it left him too lit- 
tle time for baseball. He said he could 
not stand being called out of a game in 
the middle of an inning.

Concern’s Profits Under 
New Schedule. _ 


THREE INQUIRIES BEGUN 


Disapproval of ‘“Gentlemen’s 
Agreement”? Between Mayor 
and Company Grows. 


Disapproval expressed when Mavor 


Kiel entered into a ‘“‘gentlemen’s agree- 


for a change in the standard of «as 
furnished in St. Louis, has increased in 
volume and vigor since the disclosure 
that the corporation received permis- 
gion to establish a monthly minimum 
charge of 50 cents. The rates under the 
pew schedule will be @ cents a 1000 
cubic feet for the first 7800 feet, and 
& cents a 1000 for each additional thou- 
gand up to 14,600 feet. Beyond that 
figeure the price will be 45 cents a. 1000. 

Two committees of the Board of Al- 
dermen and at least one citizens’ or- 
ganization have begun an investigation 
of the ‘“‘gentlemen’s agreement,”’ which 
they contend the Mayor and other exec- 
utive officials were without authority 
to make. After a conference with 
Mayor Kiel yesterday noon, Alderman 
Edward Scholl, chairman of a special 
committee appointed Friday to conduct 
an inquiry into the subject, said that 
the gas company would be asked to 
produce its books so as to determine 
the concern’s profits under the new 
schedule. 

The resolution directing the appoint- 
ment of the special committee of the 
Board of Aldermen recited that ‘‘secret 
agreements on behalf of the city “are 
against the spirit of our charter end 
frequently detrimental to the public 
interest."" The committee was Instruct- 
ed to ascertain the scope of the agree- 
ment with the Laclede company, the 
provisions of the corporation’s franch.is¢ 
and to report next Friday. Besides 
Chairman Scholl, the members of the 
committee are Aldermen Otto, Bau: 
Barney I. Schwartz and Bersgt. 

Opposed to Minimum Charge. 

Members of the executive committee 
of the Tenth Ward Improvement As- 
sociation are opposed to the agreement 
and especially.to the establishment of 
a minimum charge, according to Arthur 
Stoehr, president of the organizatior?. 

“I have polled our executive com- 
mittee, and I find that practically all 
of them depreciate the Mayor’s action 
in concluding this agreement with the 
Laclede company,”/ Stoehr told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 

“We think that if any change in 
the tests was requested or contem- 
plated the Board of Aldermen is the 
proper department before which to 
consider it. The Mayor certainly had 
no authority to attempt to tind the 
city and commit us to the payment 
of a minimum charge. I shall call 
together our executive committee, and 
urge our members and other organi- 
gations like ours to appeal to the 
Public Service Commission to set aside 
the approval that has been given to 
the Laclede company’s new rates until 
we can have hearings and conduct in- 
vestigations to ascertain whether they 
are fair and equitable.” 

‘Alderman Schwartz, tn addition to 
his membership in the secial com- 
mittee selected Friday is chairman 
also of a special committee appointed 
March 10, 1916, to “investigate the 
manufacture of gas and report the 
advisability of additional proceedings 
before the State Public Service Com- 
mission to reduce. gas rates in St. 
Louis.” 


Made Inquiry Into Rates, 
Chariman Schwartz is an attorney 


and said he had been making an in- 
quirty into the Laclede's rates. 

“Seventy-five cents a thousand is 
not low enough for gas in St. Louis 
in view of the many economies that 
have been effected in the business, 
and especially since the concession 
made to the Laclede in substituting 
heat units for candle-power as the 
test of efficiency, means an increase 
of thousands of dollars a year in 
the corporation's earning.s 

“In my opinion, as an attorney, the 
Mayor was without authority to en- 
ter into any agreement with the La- 
clede on behalf of the city. At the 
same time I feel sure the Board of 
Aldermen is just as much lacking in 
power to fix rates for gas or any 
Other putlic service. This is purely 
& matter for the State Commission to 
regulate. 

“It is my plan to get my committee 
to work after Aug. 1 and gather all the 
facts we need as a basis for representa- 
tion to the State Commission. It is like- 
ly that we shall hold public hearings.” 

Although it was news to many that 
the “gentlemen’s agreement” included a 
Provision for the collection of a mini- 
mum charge from consumers who used 
less than 50 cents’ worth of gas a month, 
Mayor Kiel said he understood that the 
Laclede company was to get that per- 
mission, : 


Hadn’t Heard of Minimum. 

Director of Public Utilities Hooke said 
he was not aware that a minimum was 
to be a feature of the new schedule. 

“The first I heard of a minimum,” he 
said, “was when the Mayor asked me to 
®pprove the charge to be assessed by 
the Laclede company. That was Friday 
afternoon. (The Laclede company’s 
new rates, including the minimum 
charge, was then approved by the State 
Public Service Commission). “I told the 
Mayor that I couldn’t O K this mint- 
mum out of hand. I shalt have to make 
Some investigations first, because the | 
*xtent of the reduction in rates will de- 
pend on what aggregate of minimum 
charges are to be paid by its consumers. 
I favor a minimum of some figure, but 
T can’t tell now what it should be.”

Police Now Believe That Three 
or More Men Were Con- 
cerned in the Crime. 


ST. JOSEPH. Mo., July 15.—After 
working on the case all day, police of- 
ficials have discarded the belief that 
one man murdered Mrs. Oscar McDan- 
lel, wife of the Prosecuting Attorney 
of Buchanan County, and then attacked 
her husband, last midnight. Their 
opinion is that at least three, and pos- 
sibly more, men were concerned in the 
crime. 

Friends of the Prosecuting Attorney 
believe it was the result of his activity 
in prosecuting burglars and highway- 
men. They point to the long list of 
convictions he has to his credit, He is 
| Just completing his first term in office 
and several times had been warned 
anonymously not to be a candidate 
again. However, he disregarded the 
threats. 

Neighbors of the McDaniels said they 
heard no sounds of disturbance last night 
until the revolver duel between McDan- 
iels and his assailant started. The two 
McDaniel children, who were sleeping 
in a room adjoining that of their moth- 
er, were not disturbed. | 

Five Suspects Arrested. 

Five suspects have been arrested, 
Most of them were taken from * room- 
ing house to which bloodhoundé- went 
from the scene of the murder. 

The first police theory was that a man 
who had been prosecuted by McDaniel 
an@ committed to the State hospital 
upon the grounds that he was insane, 
killed Mrs. McDaniel out of hatred for 
her husband. He escaped from the hos- 
pital and is said to have sent threaten- 
ing letters to McDaniel. However, the 
supposition that he committed the mur- 
der virtually has been abandoned. 

Mrs. McDaniel, whose skull was 
crushed at her home, died at Ensworth 
Hospital here this morning without 
having regained consciousness. 

An assassin fired five shots at her hus- 
band, who returned the fire. Neither 
was hit and the man escaped. 

The attack was evidently carefully 
planned and it is believed to have been 
the intention to kill both the prosecutor 
and his wife. 

He Gets Fake Call. 

McDaniel was called downtown by 
telephone about 11:30 p. m. The voice 
at the telephone said his brother was 
drinking in a saloon and that he had 
better come and take him home. Mc. 
Daniel went in his automobile to the 
saloon designated, and found the cal. 
was a fake. He hurried back home, and 
au he stepped from his car in front of 
the house a man opened fire on him 
from behind a tree. 

After his assailant fled the prosecutor 
hurried into the house and upstairs to 
his wife’s room, where he found her 
senseless on the floor, her head terribly 
crushed. She had been beaten appar- 
ently with a club. 

Mrs. McDaniel’s diamond ring was 
taken’ from her finger and other ar- 
ticles of value are missing from the 
house. She was 85 years old and a 
daughter of Judge Luke H. Moss, a 
pioneer St. Joseph attorney. Three 
children survive her. 


ALL ENERGY NEEDED TO WIN 
WAR, SAYS SIR EDWARD GREY, 


English Foreign Secretary in Letter 
to Constituents Declares Enemy 
Is Losing Confidence. 
BERWICK, England, July 15.—Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, who has been created an Earl

when she starts back to Germany. 


Loading of Cargo for Submarine’s 
Return Trip Is Suspended, 

BALTIMORE,’ Md., July 15—The 
loading of cargo for the return trip 
of the German submarine merchant- 
man Deutschland was suspended late 
this afternoon, and although a permit 
was obtained for work tomorrow, it 
was undecided tonight whether it 
would be taken advantage of. 

A second gang of stevedores was 
today put to loading the rubber that 
is to be carried to Germany. It 
originally was intended to ship this 
commodity in the bags in which it 


that this would take up too much 
space. The removal of the rubber 
from the bags consequently will cause 
lengthening of the time for loading 
and it is considered improbable that 
the Deutschland could get away with 
full cargo before Monday night. No 
nickel so far has been loaded on the 
submarine, while apparently less than 
50 tons of rubber have been placed 
in her hold. 

Capt. Koenig, the submarine’s com- 
mander, and Admiral Axel von Ecker- 
man, chief engineer of Construction 
of the Swedish navy, were guests of 
Mayor James H. Preston at dinner 
tonight. 

Capt. Koenig, on his arrival, told 
the customs officials that he would 
depart within 10 days, and it was 
afterward stated that 12 days might 
be spent in port, because of the time 
consumed in unloading. Today the 
members of the submarine’s crew 
were notified by the captain that they 
might accept invitations for enter- 
tainment up to July 24. 5

Harry J. Filsinger, 32 years old, of

United States Smelting and Refining 
Co., at® Pachuca, Mexico, 60 miles 
north of Mexico City, returned to St. 
Louis Friday. In his hasty leaving he 
was parted from his fiancee, Guada- 
lupe Sainz, 22.years old an attractive 
Mexican girl, whom he was to have 
married on August 3. 

Filsinger with a number of other 
Americans received word from an 
American agent thatthe United 
States might declare war on Mexico. 
He arose from a sick bed, bade good- 


} bye to his fiancee and went to Mexico 


City in a motor truck. His fiancee is 
the daughter of one of the officials 
of the Mexican Government during 
the presidency of Diaz. Filsinger has 
been superintendent of the mine ‘for 
six years. «sie says he will marry 
Senorita Sainz when he returns to 
Mexico, which he proposes to do as 
soon as conditions are settled. 


Came in Army Transport, 

The 600 Americans who were tied up 
at Mexico City for four days because 
the Carranza Government refused per- 
mission for them to ride*on the Mexican 
Railroad, were able to get out when the 
United States Smelting & Refining Co. 
supplied 11 box cars with an engine, 
which took them to Vera Cruz. The 
journey to that port being uneventful. 
From there many of the Americans re- 
turned to the interlor of Mexico when 
they learned that war was not likely. 
Filsinger came to the United States in 
the army transport Sumner. 

Food is scarce in the interior of Mex- 
ico, Filsinger said, and when it is ob- 
tainable, the prices charged for it are 
high. Filsinger said that he had bought 
a side of bacon weighing four pounds a 
few days before he had departed, which 
cost-him $7 in gold. Ham is about $1 
in gold a pound. Flour, the American 
kind, is not to be had at any price. 
Breakfast cereals, which sell for 10 
cents in the States, cost 75 or 80 cents 
in Mexico. 


Peons in the Mines. 

Peon labor is also scarce. ‘‘The mines 
at Pachuca employ thousands of peons. 
supply all their clothing, sleeping quar- 
ters and food, while paying them $1 a 
day in gold, and at that we have 2 
hard time to get enough to work the 
mines properly.” 

Filsinger said: ‘‘During the recent rev- 
olutions, the soldiers would be stationed 
gutside of the mines and force the 
peons to enetr the army. Those wh» 
joined the army in this manner never 
returned to Pachuca.”

The question, as stated in the edito- 
rial, was sent to each of the candidates. 
Replies were received by the Post-Dis- 
patch from five of the seven Democratic 
candidates and three of the four Re- 
publican candidates. 

Roach to Make No Promises. 

The answers of the Democratic candi- 

dates are as follows: 


CORNELIUS ROACH—Replying to 
your telegram of even date, which 
has just been received, I would ad- 
vise that I have been asked _ re- 
peatedly whether I would sign or 
veto liquor legislation of various 
kinds when I am Governor. My an- 
swer in substance has been that I 
shall make no promises of any kind as 
to whether or not I shall sfgn or veto 
any legislation on any subject that may 
come to me for approval when I am 
Governor. I have said in reply to all 
such questions, by whomever asked, 
that my life and conduct constitute the 
best promise I can make as a candidate. 
I have said that a Judge sitting on the 
bench should not indicate how he will 
decide a case pending before him before 
he has heard all the testimony. A Gov- 
ernor should be free to act in the light 
of such information as may be his at 
the time he is called upon to act. In all 
cases, as Governor, I shall act as my 
judgment suggests is for the best inter- 
ests of the people of the State. I am, 
however, opposed to denying the Voters 
of the State their right to express them- 
selves at the polls on any subject in 
which the people may be interested. 


Atkinson Has Made No Pledge, 

JOHN M. ATKINSON—In answer to 
your telegram of June 29, I say with- 
out hesitation or equivocation that I 
have made no secret pledge or prom- 
ise of any kind on this subject or any 
other subject.

Barker Refuses Statement. 

JOHN T. BARKER, one of the Dem- 
ocratic candidates, was frequently 
asked for an answer to the Post-Dis- 
patch’s questions.

‘For the immediate preservation of 
public peace, health or safety,’ are 
meant to apply to laws passed to re- 
lieve conditions such as may arise in 
the event of war, pestilence, plague, in- 
surrection or similar extraordinary cotu- 
ditions. It is meant to apply to a con- 
dition where the damage done pending 
the reference to the people would be 
irreparable. |

Declares for American Eagle as 
a New Emblem of Party;

NEW ORLEANS, July 15—A state- 
ment and call ‘“‘To the patriotic men and 
women of America,”’ to hold a new na- 
tional convention of the Progressive 
party in Chicago, on Aug. 5, and nomi- 
nate candidates for President and Vice 
‘President, and continue the party’s ex- 
istence as a distinct political organiza- 
cfon, was issued here tonight by John M. 
Parker, vice presidential nominee of 
the Progressive convention held in Chi- 
cago last June. He urges the Progres- 
gives “‘to eternally bury’ the bull moose, 
which, he asserts, “led his loyal follow~ 
ers into the wilderness,’’ and to adopt 
in its place the American eagle as the 
emblem of that party. 

‘Parker does not mention Col. Roose- 
velt or any other Progressive leaders or 
any candidates by name. He declares, 
however, that the Progressives had as 
supposed leaders “‘red-blooded Ameri- 
cans, who promised with their ‘life 
blood’ to stay with the party to fhe fin- 
ish,’ but that the party had been de- 
gserted by a large part of its officers, 
who could not stand the acid test. He 
charges that the leaders, for “steam 
roller reasons, have elected to be steam 
rolled,” and that the time has come 
when every party working for human 
welfare and tho future of America 
should unite against both dominant par- 
ties, 

In criticising the Republican party, the 
statement indirectly refers to Charles Ly. 
Hughes, Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent, as ‘“‘a splendid man,’ selected by 
the Republicans ‘‘as the mask behind 
which they hope to again secure con- 
trol of the state and nation.”

G. W. Steevens, that the name of 
Kitchener became suddenly familiar to 
British democracy, and it was by the 
work of the same writer that the Kitch- 
ener legend took possession of the public 
mind. 

In a series of very dramatic and some- 
times brilliant articles, which appeared 
in a popular London newspaper, George 
Steeverts described the famous march to 
Khartoum, filling the gray commercial 
atmosphere of London with the rich col- 
ors of the East, with the exciting adven- 
ture of war, and with the still more e6x- 
citing sensation of anxiety. And, like 
a wise story-teller, Steevens gave his 
readers a hero in this brave tale of ad-) 
venture. In one brief article he thrust 
Kitchener before the roused attention 
of the British public and made not only 
the title of “The Sirdar,”” but the per- 
sonality of this particular Sirdar a per- 
manent possession of the British mind. 

Here was the picture of the outward 
man: 

“He stands several inches over ix 
feet, straight as a lance, and looks out 
impériously above most men’s heads; 
his motions are deliberate and strong; 
slender but firmly knit, he seems built 
for tireless, steel-wire endurance rather 
than for power or agility. * * ° 
Steady, passionless eyes shaded by de- 
cisive brows, brick-red rather full 
cheeks, a long mustache beneath whicn

President Herrmann will be home to- 
morrow and it is ex ted he will for- 
mally place the matter of the Herzog- 
Mathewson deal before the local club 
directorate on Monday. While Herr- 
mann is quoted in his statement in New 
York today as having said that the of- 
ficial announcement of the deal will be 
made in four or five days, it is belleyed 
here that the announcement will be 
made Monday and the actual transfer 
of players will take place on Tuesday.

The National Weather and Crop

and east Gulf states serious damage 
to cotton was sustained by the high 
winds and heavy rains attending the 
tropical storm of the early part of 
the week. Much of the crop in the 
lowlands was flooded and uplands 
were badly washed and the crop oth- 
erwise injured. The continued rains 
flavored boll weevil increase and pre- 
vented much needed cultivation, and 
fields are becoming grassy. 

“In Texas, Oklahoma and Arkansas 
the weathcr was more favorable and 
the crop made satisfactory progress, 
although boll weevil are increasing 
in Texas and reported from South- 
east Arkansas. 

“Over the northern portion of the 
cotton belt, to eastward of the Mis- 
Sissippi, the weather was likewise 
generally favorable and the crop 
made good progress, although it is 
Sscmewhat backward on account of 
colo weather in the northeastern 
portion.” 

The Cotton Consumed, 

The report of cotton consumed in the 
United States during June and the 11 
months ending June 30 was issued on 
Friday. It showed that 570,466 bales 
had been consumed during June, as 
compared with 514,800 June, 1915, and 
446,145 in June, 1914. It showed that 
there had been consumed in the 11 
months 5,906,058 bales, compared with 
5,100,322 in 1915, and 5,177,745 in 1914 (all 
exclusive of linters). Taking linters 
into consideration, and adding for July, 
the consumption by United States mills 
for the whole season should reach 7,- 

,000 bales of linters and cotton. Ex- 
ports will easily reach 6,000,000 bales, 
and the supply of cotton in the United 
States will be reduced by 1,500,000 bales. 

The action of the future market in 
the face of the bullish weather reports 
would indicate that the trade was cf 
the opinion that present prices dis- 
counted these bad reports, when taken 
into consideration with the increased 
acreage, and expected that increase t 
make up the decreased surplus and the 
further inroads of a steadily increasing 
consumption, which shows no sign of 
diminishing.

Being thus eanfined, it en- 
deavors to make its investment re- 
ceive the greatest rate of interest 
and during the past year it has 
‘been successful in purchasing City 
of St. Louis bonds below, par, as 
well as State of Missouri bonds. 

The valuation of the land belong- 
ing to this fund was not made until 
1854, when it was placed at $400,000.00. 
This fund also includes receipts from 
bond forfeitures, court fines and ex- 
eess Probate Court fees. 

At the close of the fiscal year 
June 30, 1914, this fund had increased 
to have a land value of $1,183,049.60, 
including the Board of. Education 
Building, with a book value of $540,- 
090.08; , bills receivable under deeds 
of trust on land sold on 10 annual 
payments, amounting to $19,872.44 and 
695 City of St. Louis and State of 
Missouri bonds of $1000 each, costing 
the board $675,969.18 (all of said bonds 
were purchased below par and at 
maturity will benefit the boar@ $19,- 
030.82 over the purchase price), and 
cash on hand June 30, 1914, $963.79, 
making a total value of $1,880,500.01. 

The general fund received the 
benefit of an income from thig fund 
of $108,102.80 from rent of real estate,

$191.26 from interest on current de- 
posits, making a total income of 
$134,690.56. 

According to Mason’s 1914-15 report 
to the board, the total assets of the 
Pérmanent Trust Fund are valued at 
2,504,517.12. These include bonds which 
nt maturity will be ‘worth $743,000, an in- 
crease of $19,477.42 on the price at which 
Mason bought them in the open market.

10 RID BIRDS OF 
DEADLY PARASITES 


No Single Pest or Condition 
Causes Greater Loss in Sum- 
mer Than Lice and Mites. 


No external parasite on fowls causes 
such heavy losses to the poultryman as 
the common red chicken mite. Through 
the summer season it is doubtful wheth- 
er any single factor or condition causes 
greater loss. 

While frequently classed together, and 
the same treatment recommended for 
beth, there is a great difference between 
lice and mites. Mites are blood-sucking 
insects, while lice feed on skin, feathers, 
etc. The term “red mite’’ originated in 
the fact that the blood drawn from fowls 
gives them a reddish appearance. Mites 
will attack birds ordinarily only at night 
or while on the roosts. The lice live on 
the birds’ bodies continuously, But while 
the mites work on the birds only a part 
of the time, they still are a far more 
dangerous | pest than the lice, which 
never leave the fowls of their own ac- 
cord, 

A dumpish appearancs of the hens is 
the first sign that mites are present in 
considerable numbers. Pale head and 
comb, listless action, and a genera! sick- 
ly appearance are further symptoms. 
Laying stops, of course, when the pests 
become numerous. The sitting hen is 
the most dangerously exposed to the 
attacks of mites. He.e these parasites 
not only have an excelleit harbor in the 
nest box, but their hort is present almost 
continuously. Hens will sometimes de- 
sert their nests to get away from the 
torture of the bloodthirsty pests. Cases 
have been reported where hens were 
killed by them right on their nests. The 
worst danger of all, in the nest that is 
not kept free from them, lies in the fact 
that the chicks are attacked as soon as 
they' come from the shell. 

The most common hiding place of 
mites is in the cracks and crevices of 
nest boxes, roosts and other fixtures and 
ecuipment inside the poultry house. Filth 
and manure also furnish a good harbor 
for them, and for this reason the house 
should be kept clean through the sum- 
rrer, at least. Sometimes, in locking for 
the pests, they vill escape notice unless 
one is careful. When they have no 
blood in them they have a greyish ap- 
pearance and it is difficult to distinguish 
them on a gray or white surface. If 
present in large numbers they will ap- 
Pear as gray patches. 

A thorough clcaning, followed vy 
spraying every nook and cranny in 
which a mite can hide, is the only ef- 
fective way to get rid of these pests. 
This work should be done at intervals, 
so that the survivors,* of which there 
always seem to be an abundance, will 
not have a chance to multiply and re- 
populate the quarters, which they will 
dc in an incredibly short time. 


kerosene alons, or in combination with 
other materials, probably makes the 
most effective spray. Kerosene emul- 
siun, made by mixing kerosene with 
shaved soap dissolved in. boiling water, 
is a@ very commonly uscd spray. A mix- 
tvre of keros:ne and crude carbolic acid 
also is very effective. It should be 
mixed in the proportion of one part 
earbolic acid to three parts kerosene. 
This is not diluted, but should be kept 
well stirred while applying it. A force 
spray pump is the best means of ap- 
nlying these sprays, as it not only covers 
the surfac>s well, but forces the sprays 
into every nook and cranny that can be 
reached. Next best is a brush, but in 
applying the mixture in this way the 
work must be very carefully done, so 
ase to get it into all cracks and crevices. 


Indian Runner Duck 
a Profitable Fowl 


“It is ever a wonder to me that more 
farmers’ w'ves do not keep Indian 
runner ducks,’’ writes a Kansas woman 
to the poultry. editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch, after a number -’ years’ experi- 
ence with theSe fowls. ‘‘As egg pro- 
ducers they beat any breed of chickens 
and can be handled with less care. With 
chickens there is the continual struggle 
with lice, mites, roup, cholera, bowel 
trouble, gapes, etc. With Indian runner 
ducks there is none: this, as they seem 
immune to the many disease chickens 
are heir to. Neither are tney in the 
‘holdover a considerable part of the 
time to break up broodiness,; as are the 
hens. 

“Indian. runner ducks do not require 
the careful housing nor the high fencing 
that chickens require. If fed a mash 
composed of two parts bran, one each 
of corn chop and shorts, and a half 
part of commercial beef scrap, they will 
shell out eg&s every month in the year in 
a way that will delight any poultry 
woman's heart and repienish her purse. 
We have tried out the runner ducks for 
six years and we do not hesita >» to say 
that for sure and certain profits there is 
no fowl to equal them. 

“The ducklings are very hardy and 
thrive and grow lIike mushrooms. At 10 
weeks old the drakes may be turned 
in as ‘green roasters’ at a good price. 
The ducks usually begin laying at 6 
months old, and with proper feed will. 
produce their big white eggs. with al- 
most clock-like regularity. 

“There are three distinct varieties of 
Indian runner ducks,yet differing only in 
color. The English. penciled are brown 
ard whfite. the American Standard, 
and the “ird ts the 
p -e white. If purely market eggs are 
wanted one kind is as good as another. 
If bred for the fancy trade then the 
fawn and white or the purr white are. 
most desirable." 


Green feed daily, in some form, is of 
great importance.

' Feather Eating. 


I would like some advice about my 
chickens. They pick each other's feath- 
ers and eat them. ‘Vill you please ad- 


vise me what to do?—H. S&., St. Louis,

Lack of exercise, idleness, close con- 
finement, insufficient succulent green 
food or lack of meat food may cause 
this habit to be developed in a flock. 
We trim the beaks of all birds, both 
upper and lower bills until they bleed. 
This prevents the birds getting a firm 
hold on the feathers. Put a deep litter 
in your house and keep the birds busy 
working in that. Allow them to hav? 
free range, if possible, and all the out 
door exercise they will take. Give plen- 
ty of succulent ureen food. Then see 
that they are supplied with meat food. 
It is a good idea to tie a piece of lean 
meat on a string and let it hang just 
high enough so the birds are compelled 
to jump to reach it. They keep busy at 
this and don’t develop bad habits. If 
you can’t stop it in any other manner, 
you had better market or eat the of- 
fenders. 


Egae Hatching at Different Intervals. 

Please inform me about the shortest 
time for hatching chicken eggs. I 
bought sufficient eggs for an incuba- 
tor from two different poultry raisers 
and they were supposed to be absolute- 
ly fresh.- I filled the incubator the same 
day, and after 15 days and 12 hours I 
hatched three lively lHttle chicks. Be- 
sides that, I have a hen hatched in 
September, 1915.

Chicken eggs are supposed to hatch in 
21 days. The best hatches usually come 
off on the twentieth day. If the tem- 
perature has been run rather high, there 
might be a possibility of a few chickens 
hatching on the latter part of the 
eighteenth and nineteenth days, but. if 
chickens were hatched from eggs that 
were incubated only 15 days, either by

Builders’ Lime an

The preparation 
known as ‘“‘water-glass” is inexpensive 
enough, but comparatively few poultry- 
men are familiar with its use and hesi- 
tate to try it. Approximately the same 
results may be obtained from the use 
of common builders’ lime.

the rate of one pound of air-slaked line 
to five gallons of water that has been 
boiled, then cooled. This should be 
stirred well before eggs are put into it. 

Only clean, fresh eggs with sound 
shells should be used. . Those laid in the 
spring and early summer will keep bet- 
ter, and grade higher in qualitv when 
taken out than those put down during 
jthe hot season. 

The best container is an earthen jar. 
Eggs may be put into it as gathered, 
which should be every day In order to 
have them as fresh as possible. The 
jars should be kept in as cool a place 
as possible. The floor of the cellar is 
a gooc place for them. There should 
be engugh of the solution in the jars 
to cover the eggs well and to allow for 
evaporation. 


Good water and plenty of it is just 
as important for the chicks as for the 
owner of the chicks. Renew it three or 
four times during the day. Wash out 
the drinking vessel carefully. It will 
pay two or three times a week to 
cleanse with boiling water or with a 
germicide or disinfectant. A few crys- 
tals of permanganate of potash in the 
water are a good cleanser and germi-

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Money to Be Made 
in Squab Raising 


Squab raising offers exceptional oppor- 
tunities as a vrofitable side line for the 
city resident or suburbanite who has a 
little time and space to devote to it. This 
is‘the opinion of P. J. Newman of Man- 


hattan, Kan., a college professor, who 
has been growitrg Carneau sauabs for 
some time. rs home meat production 
nothing surpasses squabs, he declares. 
The two breeds most generally raised 
by Newman are the homer and the Car- 
neau. The consensus of opinion is that 
the former breed is more vigorous than 
the latter and will multiply more rapid- 
ly. The Carneau, however, are larger 
birds, have whiter meat, and are more 
quiet in disposition. These breeds are 
quite different from the ordinary barn 
pigeons. The domesticated birds are 
more prolific. The squabs, when killed 
and dresssed at 24 to 28 days old, weigh 
from 10 to 14 pounds a dozen, while 
those of the wlid brecd weigh only from 
six to eight pounds 4 dozen. Also, the 
meat of the wild birds is inferior co that 
cf the tame breeds in flavor and color. 


If an adequate place is provided for a 
flock of domesticated birds they will not 
leave it. It is estimated that it costs 
$1 a pair per year to feed birds not al- 
lowed free range. A good pair should 
raise from seven to 10 pairs of squabs 
each year. Squabs sell for from $4.50 
to $6 per dozen dressed, according to the 
time of year. On the farm the cost of 
feed is reduced because there the birds 
gather almost all their food themselves. 
It is necessary to feed them some peas 
in addition, however. 

A g00d ration is: Twenty-five per cent 
corn, 25 per cent kafir, 25 per cent wheat 
20 per cent peas and 5 per cent millet 
and hemp. The peas are essential for 
rapidity of production. 

“Young stock will mate when about 4 
to 6 months old,’’ Newman says, ‘The 
mate for life. Usually two eggs are 
laid. The tnecubation period its from 17 
to 18 days. The old birds feed the 
young from a secretion from the crop 
called pigeon milk. After 10 days grair: 
is added. The young bird reaches duwn 
the beak of the old one for its food. 
Gradually the proportion of grain is in- 
creased until the food is all grain. 

‘In the breeding season. when the 
young are 10 to 14 days old, the parent 
birds build a new nest and incubate 
eggs there while feeding young birds in 
the old nest. When from 2% to 98 days 
old, or as soon.as the pin feathers are 
long enough to pluck easily, the squabs 
are ready for market.” 


Keep Rats From 
Poultry Quarters 


Taking risks with rats about the 
p ultry quarters is dangerous, and many 
a poutry raiser has paid quite dearly 
for doing so. 

The first precaution to take is to 
riunke sure there are no piles of lumber, 
brush, posts, ete, within reach of the 
peultry house, that may furnish har- 
bors to the rodents. Building the quar- 
ters ratproof, of course, 
well worth the expense. Many a poul- 
try house ts In.itself one of the best 
herbors the rate would want. Bulld- 
ings with a wooden floor set on or 
close to the ground should be strictly 
avoided. If the hovee has a board floor 
it should be raiged hich enourh to per- 
rit dors and cats to ret under and to 
rrevernt the rats from teurcowtne alone 
Airectiv under the fleor. Concrete ie, 
are naturally to be nreferred. not onty

There is no more exasperating expe- 
rience to the poultry man than to have 
rats get into the poultry house over- 
night, leaving a score or more of mu- 
tilated bodies of fries and broilers as 
a reminder of their visit. A single rat 
has been known to kill as many as 
2) young birds in one night. 

On many farms other buildings, near 
e1 ough to the poultry house, furnish a 
harbor from which the rats operate so 
that floors of all buildings should be 
off the ground. 

Poisoning and trapping ‘rats is an 
art that requires some care and study 
tu master. Rats are naturally suspi- 
cious and cautious, and both poisons and 
traps must be very carefully disguised. 
The trap should be turned out or well 
scalded every time one of the rodents 
has been caught In it. This removes a 
scent which would otherwise keep/o 
anvay his fellows. Care must also be 
exercised in placing traps and poisons 
‘oe prevent fowls or other domestic an- 
tials from oe access to them.

N the Sunday Magazine section of the Post-Dispatch for March 19, 1916, there ap- 
peared a full page illustrated article under the heading: “Who Wil Get Al 
Spalding’s $2,000,000?" 

The article purported to deal with the life of Katherine Tingley, leader and 
Oficial head of the Universal Brotherhood and Theosophical Society, which has its Inter- 
national Headquarters at Point Loma, Cal. It also commented on Mme. Tingley's con- 
nection with the contest of the will of the late A. G. Spalding. 

The article was widely circulated and was reproduced in whole or in part by other 
newspapers in North and South America. It has given serious offense to Mme. Tingley, 
her friends and the members of the Theosophical Society. They have complained and 
asked for a correction. After an inquiry the Post-Dispatch has found that the article 
was defamatory, inaccurate and misleading in many of its statements and that it did 
Mme. Tingley and her associates at Point Loma an injustice. It is with a view of cor- 
recting the injustice that this publication is made. 


HE immediate cause of the publicatfon 
complained of was the filing by the son 
and adopted son of the late Albert G. 
Spalding, the “Father of American Base- 
ball,” of a suit to contest Mr. Spalding’s 
will, which left $100,000 to each of the 
contestants, a similar amount to Mr. 

Spalding’s stepson, and the remainder of the estate to 
his widow, Mrs. A. G. Spalding, who resides at Point 
Loma, Cal., and is a member of the Theosophical So- 
ciety. Several contests and amended contests were 
filed, the legal verbiage and character of which ap- 
parently misled the writer in his phrasing of certain 
portions of the Post-Dispatch publication. The state 
ments of contestants were objected to by the attorneys 
for Mrs. A. G. Spalding and amended statements of 
contest were substituted, charging in a less offensive 
form that Mr. Spalding was of unsound mind when he 
made his will, and that the will was the result of a 
conspiracy between Mme. Tingley, 
Mrs. A. G. Spalding and the stepson. 
These charges have been denied, and 
the case is awaiting trial. 

Meantime, Mme. Tingley has filed 
suit im the courts of San Diego, Cal., 
for $250,000 damages against Keith 
Spalding, one of the contestants, against 
his wife, and J. W. Spalding, and H. - 
B. Spalding, respectively brother and 
nephew of the late A. G. Spalding. 
Mme. Tingley alleges in the complaint 
that a conspiracy exists to defame her 
and to injure the educational and 
humanitarian work which she is direct- 

e ing. 

Several of the statements made in 
the magazine article were the subject 
of inquiry in a libel suit brought in 
1901 by Mme. Tingley against a promi- 

\ nent Los Angeles newspaper. In this 

suit a verdict for a substantial amount 
in favor of Mme. Tingley was awarded 
by the jury, and the Supreme Court of 
California sustained the award after 
overruling several hundred objections. 

Other incorrect statements in the 
article concerned the Patterson wil] 
case, filed in 1910 to contest a will in 
which Mme. Tingley was one of the 
beneficiaries. It was alleged that Mrs.

: mind, and that Mme. Tingley had un- 

duly influenced the making of the will.

The New Lewis Machine Gun, Which Uncle Sam Took From the English 


It can fire 440 shots a minute and is fed 
from a hopper—Tommy Atkins 
calls it the ‘‘ Belgian Rattlesnake.” 


NITED STATES ordnance: experts have 
been so impressed with the work of the 
so-called Lewis machine gun, which has 
been employed of late by the allies in 
Flanders, that 250 of them, which were 
being built in this country for England, 
have been taken over for the United 

States army. It can fire 440 shots a minute and its whir- 
ring discharge together with the deadliness of its sting 
have caused the British soldiers to nickname it the “Bel- 
gian rattlesnake.” 

Instead of being fed with a long woven band contain- 
ing cartridges, as in the case of the ordinary Maxim, the 
Lewis gun gets ité bullets from a circular hopper at the 
top of the barre This magazine is detachable and, 
when it is in place, revolves over the breech mechanism. 
Two or more layers of shells are fixed in it, each pointing 
towards an opening in the center. They are fed rapidly, 
one after another, into the breech of the rifle. 


If 10 men with Lewis guns aimed at a target should 
begin shooting at the same time and should keep shoot- 
ing ome minute, they could riddle the target with 4400 
shots. Against a charging line of infantry the 10 guns 
would blot out human beings with incredible rapidity. 

Im appearance the weapon is rather clumsy. It has a 
thick, short barrel and a straight stock. The thick bar- 
rel, however, does not contain the ordinary arrange- 
ment of multiple-tube weapons. The outer jacket is, in 
fact, an aluminum chamber which contains the rifle 
proper, together with a cooling apparatus. Instead of 
being water-cooled, as the ordinary machine gun is, it

is cooled by air blasts kept in operation by the ex- 
plosions which drive the bullets. In other words, the 
same force which heats the barrel also cools it. 

Among its advantages are its lightness. It can be 
easily carried by a man and it has been found espe- 
Cially adaptable to aeroplane needs. The hopper con- 
taining shells is easily removed and replaced so that a 
soldier can have a stack of them at hand and can keep 
up practically a continuous fire for as long as may be 
necessary. Intended primarily as a defengive weapon, 
its portability has made it useful also on the offense. 
Infantrymen, “advancing by rushes,” can carry them 
as well as not and zan hurl a deluge of bullets at any 
desired objective. Anything can be used as a “rest” for 
it, whether it be a portable tripod, a bank cf earth, the 
trunk of a tree or the body of man or beast. 

As can readily be imagined, a rifle firing 73 shots a 
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noise of the Lewis gun which gave it the suggestive 
nickname. One can well imagine how one standing 
near a clump of grass in which a Lewis was setting up 
its battle song would liken the thing to a particularly 
angry and murderous rattlesnake. 

Accounts of the recent Anglo-French drive om the 
German trenches told of how, after the artillery had 
cleared away entanglements, the infantrymen ebarged 
forward until they reached the enemy trenches and 
then swept the latter with machine guns. If every bul- 
let told, one of these Lewis guns could annibflate an 
entire company in a trench in two minutes. It is to 
prevent just such things that modern battle trenches 
are built in short zigzags. 

American experts have inspected the weapon care- 
fully and declare its value has been demonstrated. 
When it is remembered that the whole 250 ordered, if 
concentrated and turned at the same time, could 
fire 110,000 shots in 60 seconds, it is not hard to ander- 
stand why the army should wish to have a few im case 
of emergencies.

E are all so accustomed to using our hands 
incessantly that most of ws have grown 
quite heedless of these exquisitely efficient 
implements of flesh and bone, by the pos- 

session Of which, nezt to the brain itself, man is most 

distinguished from the brutes. Without a moment's 

apprectation of nature’s precious gift, we pick up a 

pin, or write with a pencil, or take a coin from our 

pocket to pay car fare, or raise a glass to our lips, or 


-turn the leaves of a book, or do a thousand other un 


considered things. 

But that the loss of one’s hands literally compels 
the making of much of one’s life over anew is demon- 
strated in the case of Miss Marie Moentman, 16 years 
old, of 8410 Michigan avenue, St. Louis. As news- 
paper readers will remember, both of her hands and 
parts of both arms were severed in an accident in a 
bag mili eight months ago. 

With what patient toil and indomitable 
courage the afflicted girl is seeking to 
adapt herseif as best she can to her tragic 
circumstances is told in the following 
article. Besides practicing hours every day 
to master the use of her artificial hands 
and arms, which require the development 
and training of a new set of muscles in the 
shoulders and back, she has been compelled 
to make herself lefthanded. This was be- 
cause her right arm, severed four inches 
below the shoulder, can never become as 
certerous as the left, which was amputated 
three inches below the elbow.

ISS MOENTMAN has per- 
force rediscovered the use 
of the ‘lips and teeth as 
prehensile instruments — 
an accomplishment which 
man, on the upward road 
of evolution; discarded 

myriads of ages ago when he took to the 

treetops and developed his paws into hands. 
Several times during a conversation with 

a Post-Dispatch reporter a few days ago, 

she stooped over with a movement which 

has become almost unconscious, seized the 
neckband of her low-cut shirt waist with 
her teeth, and hitched it up into place. 


“I can put on my hat by myself,” she 
stated, while a sort of somber pride glowed 
in her dark eyes. The hat was lying on a 
cupboard with the brim ‘turned upwards. 
She bent over, grasped the brim with her 
teeth and skillfully flipped the headgear 
over, so that the crown was above. Then 
she hitched her left» shoulder with a vigor- 
ous, twisting motion, and the metal fore- 
finger and thumb of her mechanical hand 
closed upon the hat brim. She gave it a 
toss upward, at the same time bending her 
head low, and the hat landed askew upon 
her hair. It was only a moment’s task be- 
fore a mirror to straighten it on. She 
stood very erect, her face shining with sat- 
isfaction over the feat. There were several 
persons present, but she was the only one 
in whom this pathetic means of putting on 
one’s hat seemed to arouse no feeling of 
sadness. 

When playing cards—for, despite her mis- 
fortune, she is much addicted to seven-and-a-half—she 
often holds a hair pin in her mouth, with which she 
can tilt her cards so as to see their faces. And when 
reading books and magazines, she usually turns the 
pages with her lips, for she has not yet sufficient com- 
mand of her new fingers to perform this delicate opera- 
tion very easily. 

Her teeth came into use again when she was asked 
to display her ability to write, eo, geome eh ment of 
which she is perhaps the proudest.” Besides learning 
to hold a pencil with her artificial fingers and thumb, 
sne has taught herself to write left-handed from left 
to right, instead of from right to left, as-is most 
natural to those using the sinister hand. 


Her mother placed a pencil between the first two 
fingers and the thumb of her left hand. Her shoul- 
der again twisted energetically, there was a sharp 
click, and the digits closed upon the pencil. But as 
she was holding it too low, she stooped and drew the 
pencil higher with her teeth. Then, using her shoul- 
der as a pivot and resting the weight of the forearm 
on the pencil, she proceeded to scrawl her name and 
address in bold, angular letters. That her writing is 
perfectly legible is proved by a reproduction of her 
penmanship on this page. She has written a number 
of letters to friends without aid. 


Refore her accident, Miss Moentman was a girl of 
much physical activity. In grammar school she played 
handball, and at the neighborhood picnics to which she 
frequently went, she took her part in baseball, run- 
ning, beanbag, tennis and other sports. Her favorite 
amusement was taking pictures with her camera. She 
was an ardent reader of books, having a Public Li- 
brary ticket, and spent at this pastime the periods in 
the morning and evening when she rode on the street 
ear to and from the factory where she worked. She 
took lessons on the piano, and was in much demand 
to play for neightorhood dances. 

Most of theee activities, she says wistfully, are now 
forever past. Never again will she be able to play

handball, or baseball, or tennis. It is dowbtful whether 
she will ever obtain enough mastery of her mechani- 
cal fingers to manipulate a camera. She reads much 
less than before, because of her difficulty in turning the 
leaves, and confines. her reading” mostly to the news- 
papers. But to her great joy she has found that a 
player piano, which she can operate with her feet, is 
a very satisfactory substitute for her lost skill at the 
instrument. 

When she rises in the morning, she is washed and 
dressed and her hair is combed by her mother, for 
she has not yet learned to do any of these things 
for herself. She tried for a time to wash her face by 
means of a sponge tied to the end of a stick, but gave 
it up because she could not wring the sponge out, and 
water dripped down on her papier-mache arms, which 
she was forbidden to get wet. But she insists upon 
brushing her teeth, which she accomplishes by holding 
the brush between her knees and bending over until 
the brush is in her mouth. By moving her knees and 
head she makes shift to scrub her teeth vigorously. 

At breakfast, as well as at other meals, her food is 
cut up for her on her plate, but when a fork is placed 


in her left hand she is able to feed herself with ease. 


Ir. her glass of water is placed a long, bent glass tube, 
through which she drinks. 


She can help but little with the morning's house- 
work, although, if a cloth is placed in her fingers, she 
can do a bit of dusting. Sometimes she has tried to 
run the carpet sweeper; holding the handle with her 
mechanical hands and pushing the sweeper forward 
with her foot. But this is too fatiguing to be done 
often. 

So she spends most of the morning in pr-cticing 
the use of her hands and arms. The right arm is the 
more troublesome, for here she has no natural elbow 
joint, but only one of pulleys and cords. The various 
parts of the limbs are operated by straps about her 
shoulders and across her back. With one kind of a 
hitch of her shoulder she can bend the right elbow, 
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her ability to write, graaping pen or prance im her 
left hand, and stcadying paper with the echt. 


and with another close the fingers. She obtained the 
left arm in April and the right one in June. It will 
probably take months of hard daily work to learn to 
use them easily. 

You can picture her as she sits there at her melan- 
choly practice each morning—a tall, slender girl whose 
red hair and firm chin refiect the determination of 
her character, and whose well«arved features and 
expressive eyes are aglow with her purpose. This is 
at present a resolution to learn to dress herself un- 
aided—a thing which most of us do almost uncon- 
sciously, but which it will take her many a dreary: 
hour of labor to master. She keeps up her courage by 
thinking of a man she has met whose affliction is 
similar to her own, and who has nevertheless so 
trained himself that he travels alone on the train, 
dressing himself in his Pullman berth. 

With dogged patience she raises her arms again and 
again above her head, very awkwardly and laboriously; 
but she has confidence that in time this movement will 
lose its difficulties. Then she practices moving her 
mechanieal elbow—a vigorous hitch of the shoulder, a 
loud click somewhere in the mechanism, and the elbow 
bends. Then there is a reverse jerk of the shoulder, 
another click, and the elbow relaxes. These move- 
ments are made over and over, and then over and 
over again. 

Also there are exercises for the left fore- 
arm, and for the fingers of both hands. Some- 
times, *o turn the hand on its wrist joint, she 
strikes it a sharp rap on the table. Besides, 
there are things to practice, like picking up a 
coin, which she can do once in many attempts 
by pulling it to the edge of the table and 
tilting it into her fingers. She picks up sheets 
of paper in the same way. But although the i 
arms grow to feel as heavy as lead, and al- q 
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though the straps wear red welts across her 
hack, she keeps up with heroic persistence the 
daily struggle to overcome her handicap as far 
as is humanly possible. 

She tells proudly that when going to the 
train recently, she carried her own small suit- 
case to the street car, and from the street car 
into the Union ‘Station, only letting it fall 
once. She is also proud of a street car trip ghe made be 
alone. A relative went with her to a trarsfer point, ae 
and pressed a transfer into her fingers. She had no 
trouble in delivering the slip of paper to the con- 
ductor, and reached home safely. ’ 

In the afternoons she has more practice, but also a 
bit of recreation. She plays cards with friends who 
drop in to see her, or goes over to a neighbor's where 
there is a player piano, or goes for a walk. In the i 
evening there are picture shows, at which she is a =: a 
faithful attendant, or, as a great event, an automobile Be 
ride with some friend who wishes for a little time to 
make her forget her affliction. .

clergyman wrote again. Five $10 bills were in 
his letter. ‘Many years ago, he said, ‘I drew 
a pension for a gunshot wound in my right 


shoulder. The pension was finally discontinued. I 
sometimes suffered from lameness in my neck and pain 
in my head, but I do not certainly know if the wound 
caused the trouble. I am, therefore, restoring the old 
pension, as I can spare the money. So this is for the 
conscience fund.” 

“Il can see the aged preacher,” Mr. Coo’sey said, with 
much feeling, “pinching here and pinching there and 
doing without things he really needs for his comfort 
that he may put back into the treasury of the richest 
nation on earth the money that he fears was paid him 
unfairly.

I could almost hear his 
sigh of relief as he sealed his farewell letter.’ 

“The conscience fund, as a bookkeeping device, has. 
been in existence for 105 years. In 1811, some repentant 
person paid $5 into the treasury. The fact, probably, 
became known through the newspapers, because other 
sums, totaling $245, were received the same year. 

Then for 15 years no further contributions were made. 
They began again in 1827 with the receipt at the treas- 
ury of $6. Every year since then, except in 1848, con- 
science money had been paid by many persons. The 
banner years, if the term is permissable, up to 1916, 
were 1868, when $29,000 was received; 1873, with a total 
of $23,000; 1902, with a total of $36,000, and 1905, with 
a total of $21,000. 

In January, 1906, 11 contributions came in, ranging 
in amounts from 2 cents to $200. That was the record 
month, as this is the record-breaking year. 

“Rich and poor, the ignorant and the educated,” Mr.

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Even when in the field, the soldier at 
times must participate in ceremonies 
such as reviews, inspections and f -"~-~als. 
He is instructed on how to conduct him- 
self on these occas'ons, when to come 
to attention, when to salute, and when 
to come to rest. For officers there is 
the manual of the saber, which instructs 
him how properly to draw his sword and 
the various positions in which it is 
carried. The soldier must know how to 


pitch a tent and also how to strike it, 
this applying both to the common ‘dog’ 


tent of the army. which shelters two 
men, and the large pyramidal tent which 
accommodates a dozen or more men. 
Although an infantry soldier relies 
mainiy on riffe fire to disable the enemy, 
he should know that personal combat its 
often necessary to obtain success, and 
therefore he is instructed in the use of 
the bayonet. There are many positions 
which a man with this weapon can as- 
sume. When he ts at the “thrust,” ‘the 
left foot forward with rifle extended, he 
is told that he should aim, in the order 
of their importance, at the stomach, 
limbe. The 
“lunge” is. executed in the same manner 
except that the left foot is carried for- 
ward farther. The bayonet of the United 
States army has a cr‘ting edge, and the

Small wonder that when a citizen army 
is recruited, as must needs be if the 
United States ever needs millions of 
trained men instead of the thousands 
now available, that it will take months 
and months before the men are ready 
for the field. Preliminary instruction is 
necessarily slow because the men are not 
physically hardened. And at all times 
he must remember that he is only a 
small part of a vast whole, that “the 
excellence of an organization is judged 
by its fleld efficiency” and that “the field 
efficiency of an organization depends 
primarily upon its effectfveness as a 
whole. Thoroughness and uniformity in 
the training of the units of an organiza- 
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teaches him, in addition to all 
the drill formations, how he 
shall conduct himself in bat- 
tle and how to gain advant- 
ages over the enemy—lIf he

ever good the concealment, should be explained. He 
should be taught to advance from cover to cover, se- 
lecting cover in advance before leaving his conceal- 
ment. 

“It should be impressed upon him that a man run- 
ning rapidly toward an enemy furnishes a poor tar- 
get. He should be trained in springing from a prone 
position behind concealment, running at top speed to 
cover and throwing himself behind it. He should also 
be practiced in advancing from cover to cover by crawl- 
ing or lying on the left side, rifle grasped in the right 
hand and pushing himself forward with the right leg. 

“He should be taught that, when fired on while act- 
ing independently he should drop to the ground, seek 
cover and then endeavor to locate his enemy.” 

When the recruit gets his diploma from the school 
of the squad he is graduated into the school of the 
company. The company is the basic unit of all tac- 
tical army formations. It is subdivided into squads 
and platoons, a platoon consisting of from two to four 
squads. When he has learned the various evolutions 
which a company must perform the recruit is a fin- 
ished soldier so far as drilling is concerned, for the 
movements of battalions—four companies—and of regi- 
ments, brigades and divisions are but those of a group 
of companies acting in mass.

is told that “In the interpretation of the regulations 
the spirit must be sought. Quibbling over the minutiae 
of form is indicative of a failure to grasp the spirit.” 
When the recruit has been accepted and given his 
uniform he first enters what is known as the “School 
of the Soldier,” and is given individual instruction on 
how to carry himself. “Heels on the same line, feet 
turned out equally, knees straight, hips level and drawn 
back slightly, body erect and resting equally on hips, 
chest lifted and arched, shoulders square and falling 
equally, arms and hands hanging naturally, thumbs 
on the seams of the trousers, head erect, chin drawn 
in,. eyes to the front, and weight of the body resting 
equally upon the heels and balls of the feet,’’ says the 
manual. This is practiced until the soldier assumes 


The recruit then learns hew to right or left face and 
is taught his first steps. He learns quick time, the 
ordinary marching time of the United States army, 
and double time. The former is a pace 30 inches in 
length. He also is taught how to mark time and he 
-Jearns the half step, the side step, the back step, how 
to halt properly and all the evolutions by which sol- 
diers change their positions in ranks or the direction 
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It is no easy task to master even these seemingly 
simple steps, as many a recruit who has been bullied 
by the old “top sergeants” at Jefferson Barracks will 
testify. But when he has learned them the man then 
is qualified to be given instructions in the use, nomen- 
clature and care of his rifle. He is taught the manual 
of arms. He learns for the first time what “carry 
arms” means, also “port arms,” “‘present arms,” “order 
arms,” “right shoulder arms,” “parade rest,” and all 
the other positions which a soldier with a gun must 
assume. Along with this instruction, also, he is taught 
how to fix and unfix his bayonet, although actual train- 
ing in the use of this weapon is reserved for the time 


By this time the soldier is ready to be drilled with 
a squad, a squad consisting of seven men in charge of 
a corporal. Here he learns, how bodies of soldiers 
preserve their alignment, how much distance is al- 
lowed. Between each soldier in line and between sol- 
diers in front and rear ranks. Here for the first time 
he receives training as to how he shall act in battle, 
being shown how to deploy as skirmishers, how to 
kneel and lie down when in the field and how to load 
and fire his piece. Included in this is instruction in 


“It should be impressed upon him,” says the manual,

All commands which the recruit has re- 
ceived up to this time have been by word 
of mouth, but he will be told that in battle 
the voice is generally inadequate for di- 
recting the movements of men and he must 
learn a system of whistle and arm signals. 
For instance, if an officer carries his hand 
to his shoulder and straightens out his arm 

' horizontally, he means “forward, march.” 
If he rapidly thrusts his hand upward the 
full extent of the arm several times, the 
soldier breaks into double quick. Along 
blast of the whistle informs the soldier to 
suspend firing, a short blast summons him 
to attention to receive arm or other signals

from his commanding officer. There are 
also a multitude of flag signals to learn and 
the soldier must familiarize himself with the various 
bugle cals, this instrument being used in the field as 
well as in barracks or camp. 

The soldier now is taught the importance of fire con- 
trol and fire discipline when in action, the former im- 
plying the ability to stop firing, change the sight set- 
ting and target- and resume a well directed fire. 

“Fire discipline,” says the Small-Arms Manual of 
the United States army, “implies, besides a habit of 
obedience, a control of the rifle by the soldier, the re- 
sult of training which will enable him in action to 
make hits instead of misses. It embraces taking ad- 
vantage of the ground; care in setting the sight and 
delivery of fire; constant attention to the orders of 
leaders and careful observation of the enemy; an in- 
crease of fire when the target is favorable and a cessa- 
tion of fire when the enemy disappears; economy of 
ammunition. 

“In combat shots ‘which graze the enemy’s trench 
or position and thus reduce the effectiveness of -his fire 
have the approximate value of hits; such shots only, 
or actual hits, contribute towards fire superiority.” 

In battle, the battalion is the attack unit, whether 
operating alone or as a part of a larger unit. The 
soldier is taught that when charging the predominant 
idea must be to close with the enemy as soon as pos- 
sible without ruinous losses and that it is imperative 
that fire be not opened until 800 yards at the outside 
separate the attacking and defending forces. The 
recruit is taught not only how to govern himself when 
charging upon an opposing position, but) at to do 
when his unit is on the defensive. His instruction 
embraces thorough training in how to throw up earth- 
works and how to build trenches, this form of war- 
fare having had its importance demonstrated in Eu- 
rope. 

“Modern combat,” the manual says, “demands the 
highest order of training, discipline, leadership and 
morale. It requires but one kind of infantry—good 
infantry. It is the duty of the infantry to win the 
local successes which enable the commanding General 
to win the battle. 

“When officers or men belonging to fighting troops 
leave their proper places to carry back or care for 
wounded during the progress of the action, they are 
guilty of skulking. This offense must be repressed 
with the utmost vigor.”

UGO MUENSTERBERG. the renowned profes- 
sor of psychology at Harvard University, has 
lately turned his penetrating mind upon the 
subject of the movies, which he proclaims to 

be the only new art-form born in the last several cen- 
turies. 

Whether it will prove to be a great art lies still in 
the future, he believes, and will be proved only if a 
Shakspeare, a Leonardo da Vinci or a Mozart arises to 
ennoble it with genius. Some of the esthetic develop- 
ments which the photoplay must experience in the 
Juture are described in the following extracts from 
m- latest book, “The Photoplay” (Apple- 
ons). 
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By HUGO MUENSTERBERG. 


HE greatest of all the esthetic demands of 
the new art of the photoplay is the one 
for which no specific prescription can be 
given, namely, the imaginative talent of 
the scenario writer and the producer. The 
new art is in that respect not different 
from the old arts. A Beethoven writes 

immortal symphonies; a thousand conductors are writ- 
ing symphonies after the same pattern and after the 
Same technical rules,and yet not one survives the next 
day. What untalented amateurs produce is trivial and 
flat, and it cannot be otherwise with the art of the film. 
iven the clearest recognition of the specific demands of 
the photoplay cannot be sufficient to replace original 
talent and genius. The most slavish obedience to esthet- 
ic demands cannot mate a tiresome plot interesting and 
a trivial action significant. 

When we begin to analyze the psychology of the mov- 
ing picture we soon become aware that the photoplay 
has a way to perform this task of art with entire orig- 
inality, independent of the art of the theater, as much as 
poetry is independent of music or sculpture of painting. 
It is an art in itself. Only the future will tell us whether 
it will become a great art, whether a !'.eonardo, a Shaks- 
peare, a Mozart, will ever be born for it. 

One of the supreme demands must be for an original 
literature of real power and significance, in which every 
thought is generated by the idea of the screen. As long 
as the photeplays are fed by the literature of the stage, 
the new art can never come to its own, and can never 
reach its real goal. It is surely no fault of Shakspeare 
that Hamlet and King Lear are very poor photoplays. 
If ever a Sha'speare rises for the screen, his work would 
be equally unsatisfactory if it were dragged to the stage. 

If we turn to a few special demands for a new artistic 
method, we naturally think at once of the role of words. 
The drama and the novel live by words. How much of 
this noblest vehicle of thought can the photoplay con- 
serve in its domain? We all know what a large part 
of the photoplay today is told us by the medium of 
words and phrases. How little would we know what 
these people are talking about if we saw them only 
acting and had not beforehand the information which the 
“leader” supplies? Usually the series of pictures is in- 
terrupted and an explanatory statement which gives 
meaning to the whole is thrown upon the screen. Even 
the most intelligent spectator would,feel helpless with- 
out these frequent guideposts. But this habit of the 
picture houses today is certainly not an esthetic argu- 
ment. They are obliged to yield to the scheme simply 
because sa Aaemntio writers are still untrained and 
clumsy in using the technique of the new art. 

Some religious painters of medieval times put in the 
picture itself phrases which the persons were supposed 
to speak, as if the words were leaving their mouths. 
But we could not imagine Raphael or Michelangelo 
making use of a method of communication which is so 
entirely foreign to the real spirit of painting. The pho- 
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It is surely no.fault of Shaks- 
peare that “Hamlet” and 
“King Lear’’ are very 
poor photoplays. 
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toplay of the day after tomorrow will surely be freed 
from all elements which are not really pictures. The 
heginning of the photoplay as a mere imitat.on of the 
theater is nowhere so evident as in this inorganic com- 
bination with bits of dialogue or explanatory phrases. 
Whoever writes his scenarios so that the pictures cannot 
be understood without these linguistic crutches is an 
esthetic failure in the new ait The next step in the 
emancipation of the photoplay decidedly must be the cre- 
ation of plays which speak the language of pictures only. 

The condemnation of guiding words, in the interest of 
the purity of the photoplay as such, also leads to earnest 
objection to phonographic accompaniment. Those who, 
like Edison, had a technical, seientific and social inter- 
est, but not a genuine esthetic point of view, naturally 
asked themselves whether this optical imitation of the

drama might not be improved by an acoustical imitation 
also. All who devoted themselves to this problem had 
considerable difficulties, and when their ventures proved 
practical failures with the theater audiences, they were 
inclined to blame their inability to solve the technical 
problem perfectly. They were not aware that the 
real diff:culty was an esthetic and internal one. As soon 
as we have clearly undorstood that the photoplay is 
an art in itself, the conservation of the spoken word is 
ws disturbing as color would be on the clothing of a 
marble statue. 

It is quite different with accompanying music. Even 
if the music in the overwhelming majority of cases were 
not so pitifully bad as it is in most of the picture the- 
aters today, no one would consider it an organic part of 
the photoplay itself, like the singing in the opera. The 
music does not tell a part of the plot and does not re- 
place the picture as words would do, but simply rein- 
forces the emotional setting. It is quite probable, when 
the photoplay has found its esthetic recognition, that 
composers will begin to write the musical score for a 
beautiful photoplay with the same enthusiasm with 
which they write in other. musical forms. 

Just between the intolerable accompaniment by print- 
ed or spoken words on the one side and the perfectly 
welcome rendering of emotionally fitting music on the 
other, we find the noises with which the photoplay 
managers like to accompany their performances. When 
the horses gallop, we must hear the hoofbeats: if rain 
or hail is falling, we hear the splashing or the thunder- 
storm. We hear the firing of a gun, the whistling eof 
a locomotive, ships’ bells, or the ambulance gong, or the 
barking dog, or the noise when Charlie Chaplin falls 
downstairs. They even have a complicated machine, the 
“allefex,” which can produce over 50 distinctive noises, 
fit for any photoplay emergency. 

It will probably take longer to rid the photoplay of 
these appeals. to the imagination than the explanations 
of the leaders, but ultimately they will have to dis- 
appear, too. They have no right to existence in a work 
of art which is composed of pictures. We might just 
as well improve the painting of a rose garden by bath- 
ing in rose perfume in order that the spectators might 
get the odor of the roses, together with the sight of 
them. 

It may be more open to discussion whether this same 
negative attitude ought to be ta‘ten toward color in the 
photoplay. The famous British coronation pictures were 
superb, and they gained immensely by the rich color 
effects. For the news pictures of the day the “kine- 
macolor” and similar schemes are excellent. But when 
we come to photoplays we stand before the problem:

particular art? We do not want to paint the cheeks of 
the Venus de Milo; neither do we want to see the coloring 
of Mary Pickford or Anita Stewart. Colors would be al- 
most as detrimental as the voices. 

The unique task of the photoplay can be, fulfilled only 
by a far-reaching disregard of reality. The real human 
persons and the real landscapes must be transformed in- 
to pictorial suggestions only. We must be strongly con- 
scious of their pictorial unreality in order that the won- 
derful play of our inner experiences may be realized on 
the screen. This consciousness of unreality must suffer 
seriously from the addition of color. We are once more 
brought too near to the world which really surrounds us 
with the richness of its colors. 

Writers who have the unlimited possibilities of trick 
pictures and film illusions in mind have proclaimed that 
the fairy tale with its magic wonders ought to be the 
photoplay’s chief domain, as no theater stage could 
enter into rivalry. No theater could dare to imitate such 
raptures of imagination. Other writers have insisted 
upon the superb chances for gorgeous processions and 
the surging splendor of multitudes. Again others em- 
phasize the opportunity for historical plays or especial- 
ly for plays with unusual scenic setting, where the 
beauties of the tropics or the mountains, of the ocean 
or of the jungle, are brought into living contact with the 
spectator. , 

Yet the majority of authors claim that the true field 
for the photoplay is the practical life which surrounds 
us, as no artistic means of drama or literature can 
render the details of life with such convincing sincerity 
and with such realistic power. These are the slums, 
not seen through the spectacles of a litterateur or the 
fancy of an outsider, but in their whole abhorrent nak- 
edness. These are the dark corners of the metropolis 
where crime is hidden and where vice is growing rankly. 

They are all right; and at the same time they dre all 
wrong when they praise one at the expense of the other. 
Realistic and idealistic, practical and romantic, historical 
and modern topics are fit material for the art of the 
photoplay. Its world is as unlimited as that of lit- 
erature. and the same is true of the style of treatment. 
The humorous, if it is true humor; the tragic, if it is 
true tragedy: the gay and the solemn, the merry and the 
pathetic. the half-reel and the five-reel play, all can 
fulfill the demands of the new art. 

Yes, it is a new art—and this is why it has such a 
fascination for the psychologist who, in a world of 
ready-made arts, each with a history of many centuries, 
suddenly finds a new form still undeveloped and bardly 
understood. For the first time the psychologist can ob- 
serve the starting of an entirely new esthetic develop- 
ment, a new form of true beauty in the turmoil of a 
technical age, created by its very technique and yet 
more than any other art destined to overcome outer 
nature by the free and joyful play of the mind.

This sum and others recently received brings the to- 

tal of the “conscience fund,” which was started in 1811 

with an anonymous payment of $5, up to $500,000. All 

matters relating to conscience restitutions pass through 

the hands of George R. Cooksey, private secretary to 

Secretary McAdoo. Although, in many cases, it might 

be easy to trace such letters to their writers, it is a 

point of honor in the department not to attempt to do 
so. No effort is mace to confirm any of the statements 
such as that in the foregoing example. 

“We have not attempted.” said Mr. Cooksey recently, 
“to verify the statement of the writer as to the $50,000 
he says he has returned to the treasury in the past. His 
money and his word have been accepted and, so far ag 
we are concerned, the transaction is closed. 

“Large contributors—as we call them—and small ones 
are treated alike. The doligr man and the $30,000 map 
need never fear that efforts will be made to find oul 
their names. Their money goes into the general fund 
of the treasury and their letters into an office file up 
stairs. As the letters; in almost every instance, are 
without signatures and have been probably mailed at 
strange postoffices, the authors are safe from detec- 
tion, even if the Government should engage in the 
’ mean business of locating them and checking them up. 
“I found $2000 in an envelope the other day. It came 
from Jersey City. The sender, probably, lives some- 
where else. Last summer, $!0,000 in currency was mailed 
in New York. “The writer, we were informed, in pen 
manship that was clearly disguised, ‘has paid double to 
the United States the amount he stole, yet his conscience 
is not eatisfied and here is another payment.’ 


“Still another letter, containing $5000, has recently 
come from New York, though the person who wrote it 
may be a resident of Buffalo or Boston. A man tor- 
mented tn his mind for 45 years, so he told us, sent 
$2000 from Chicago, whereas he is living, possibly, in 
Cincinnati or Indianapolis. An old person, with a

He was told and sent $3.77, to pay, he ex- 
plained, for certain garments that had come into his 
possession by methods which he did not mention. 


“An extra loaf of bread, back in 1863, was eaten by 
a volunteer from Ohio. ‘To satisfy'a reproving con- 
science,’ he wrote ,‘I remit $1, which please drop into 
the treasury and which, I suppose, will cover t 
of the bread, along with compound interest.’ 


“During the rebellion,’ ran a letter from a Michigan 
man, ‘a soldier was paid two months’ extra pay by mis- 
take, and he now wishes to return the same with inter- 
est."
